LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 12 
(AP)—Andrei Y. Vishinsky said, 
today the Soviet Union has offered 
to open wide its doors to interna- 
tional atomic control and inspec- 
tion, 

The Soviet Foreign Minister 
firmly told the Special Political 
Committee of the United Nations 
Assembly, however, that Russia 
never would give up one bit of its 
soil to ownership by any inkerae | 
tional commission. | 

He said also, in a wrap-up 
speech on the atomic question for 
the Soviet Union, that Russian re- 
quirements for atomic energy are 
“tremendous, and they are grow- 
ing.” 

“We endeavor,” he continued, 
“to meet these requirements as 
they come up, and in endeavoring 
to meet these requirements, we 
use our atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes.” 

He said that large-scale explo- 
sive work is taking place in the 
Soviet Union. 

Speak Different Language. 

Vishinsky made it clear the Rus- 
sians and the western powers) 
speak a different language when | 
they talk of the meaning of con-| 
trol. That is the nub of the atomic 
problem here. 

In saying that the Russians are 
willing to open up for atomic in- 
spection and control, Vishinsky re- 
ferred to the Soviet proposal for 
an international atomic commis- 
sion presented June 11, 1947. | 

That Russian plan was debated | 
thoroughly in the U.N. Atomic | 
Energy Commission and was, 
turned down. It went on up to) 
the Assembly by way of Soviet | 
‘proposals for a control system | 
and was defeated there. | 

Vishinsky said the Soviet plan 
has the strongest provisions for 
control. The western plan, he 
argued, does not provide for pro- 
hibition of the atomic bomb and 
for control. The western plan, 
however, has been approved by 
the General Assembly, 40 votes to 
6.

21, prepared today to return to 
Paris by Christmas. 

The 80-year-old Denver oil 
tycoon was reported to have asked 
the State Department in Washing- 
ton for a regular visa which would 
allow him to go back to the coun- 
try to which he fled 25 years ago 
during the Teapot Dome scandal. 

Blackmer was granted full 
rights as a citizen Nov. 2, when he 
squared his 25-year-old income tax 
accounts with the Federal -Gov- 
ernment. He was fined $20,000 
on four counts of income tax 
evasion. Previously he had paid 
$60,000 in fines for contempt of 
court and $3,670,784 for back in- 
come taxes. 

He told friends while in Denver 
for his trial that physicians had 
advised him to spend the rest of 
his years at sea level.

today was apparent in a glance 
at the house. An audience of 
about 3500 heard the concert and 
seemed to be as highly gratified 
at his performance as if he had 
been dealing out a more favored 
Tschaikowsky or Rachmaninoff 
program. 

Mr. Rubinstein and the orches- 
tra under Conductor Vladimir 
Goldschmann gave a finely poised 
reading of the Mozart concerto; 
one that was distinguished par- 
ticularly for its clarity, for its 
closely-knit organization and for 
its rightness of texture. The so- 
loist of the evening is one of a 
fairly limited number of pianists 
who always gets a beautiful qual- 
ity of tone from his instrument 
under every sort of condition. In 
this instance the timbre was not 
only beautiful but was exactly 
suited to the nature of the music. 
In the slow movement, with its 
delicate tincture of autumnal sad- 
ness, the quality of tone was all 


important for without it no 
amount of subtle inflection could 
have conveyed its delicate poig- 
nancy. 

In the two fast movements Mr. 
Rubinstein sometimes used the 
pedal for a singing legato. Per- 
haps because of the special acous- 
tic onditions of the hall the line 
was occasionally blurred. This, to- 
gether with the fact that the orch- 
estra was sometimes slightly faster 
in the tuttis than the tempo set 
by the piano, kept the perform- 
ance from being as good as it 
might have been. Its general spirit, 
however, was one of easy grace 
and elegance. 

In “The Nights in the Gardens 
of Spain” the piano was just an- 
other voice in the _ orchestra 
though a very important one. As 
in all of Falla’s music, the charm 
of this work lay in its color, and 
its characteristically

What will the Government do? 
Many have wondered at President 
|Truman’s hesitation to use the 
| Taft-Hartley labor law injunction 
'against the miners. 

Until the steel strike was set- 
tled, Truman would have found it 
embarrassing to employ the Taft- 
Hartley weapon against the 
miners ‘without doing likewise to 
his political ally, Philip Murray, 
who had led the CIO in support of 
Truman. 

One of the major planks of the 
Truman-CIO eampaign was the 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. 

Shield for Lewis. 

For the last five weeks the steel 
strike had been, in effect, a shield 
for Lewis and his coal miners 
/against the President, who in the 
|past has used the _ injunction 
against Lewis wherever and when- 
ever possible. 

With the settlement of the steel 
strike, Truman still is on a hot 
spot so far as invoking the Taft- 
Hartley injunction against the 
miners. 

The President's advisers are wel] 
aware that Truman’s use of the 
Taft-Hartley weapon in itself be- 
comes a back-handed indorsement 
of the act—a tacit admission that 
the Taft-Hartley weapon is essen- 
tial to him. 

In the past he had tried to 
evade this action by obtaining a 
court injunction—but any injunc- 
tion by any name is still an in- 
junction. 

Question of Taft. 

The President knows also that 
the use of the Taft-Hartley Act 
against Lewis might well insure 
the re-election of Ohio’s Repub- 
lican Senator Taft in 1950. To the 
Administration this would be a 
bitter price to pay. 

Just as surely as the miners 
went back to the pits Thursday on 
the heels of Lewis’s order, so will 
they come out of the pits on 
Nov. 30. 

The probabilities are that there 
will be no agreement reached by 
the end of the month and that 
December will witness a series of 
short strikes. 

What will happen? If the past 
means anything, Lewis will obtain 
his aims. The man is a genius at 
puiling out a victory from seeming 
defeat. 

I think the miners will probably 
get a hidden wage increase con- 
cealed in the form of their present 
wage for fewer hours of work and 
more probably have their welfare 
fund bolstered. 

The public will pay a little more 
for coal and the country will then 
sit back waiting for the inevitable 
next strike.

leaders—about workhouse condi- 
tions. Some prisoners complained 
food especially was bad; others 
boasted they could have broken 
out whenever they wished. Jail 
officials denied these allegations. 

Of those who fled on the night 
of Oct. 26, after raiding the prison 
arsenal and using a guard as a 
shield to crash the front gate, five 
were retaken soon afterward. Two 
others were captured in Augusta, 
Ga., Thursday night after they 
robbed a grocer of $809. The 
eighth is still at large. 

Fugitive warrants asking for 
return of Joseph A. Lankford, 25, 
of a Wilmington suburb, and 
Willie N. Edwards, 28, of Sat- 
suma, Ala., were sent to Augusta 
today. But as armed robbery is 
punishable by death in Georgia, 
authorities here said they did not 


expect to get the two men for a'/| 


long while, if ever. 

Lankford and Edwards held up 
the grocer with pistols from the 
jail arsenal. Thus the warrants 
are regarded merely as detainers 
for eventual return of the con- 
victs, should they escape the death 
penalty in Georgia.

NEW B-50D BOMBERS 


TO ¢ AIR FORCES | needed. 


SEATTLE, Nov. 12 (AP)—Boe- 
ing Airplane Co. announced today 
its delivery to the United States 
Air Force of new superfortresses 
with a 14-ton bomb capacity. 

The new version of the famed 
wartime B-29 bombers is_ the 
B-50D. 

Its top speed is reported at 
“more than 400 miles an hour;” 
its range at “more than 6000 with 
load.” 

A feature of the improved plane 
is the alternative of carrying 
either external fuel tanks or bombs 
under the wings. A streamlined 
700-gallon tank can be attached 
under each wing to increase the 
range. It can be dropped when- 
ever the plane crew so desires. 


Each of the two tank fittings can 
be used to carry a two-ton bomb 
when the fuel tanks are not 
The company announce- 
ment said the two under-wing 


bombs could boost the total bomb 
load to the 14 tons. 

The B-50D also is equipped to 
facilitate refueling in flight, to in- 
crease the range and bomb load 
potential. The B-50D is described 
as an advanced version of the 
Lucky Lady II, which used in- 
flight refueling for its around-the- 
world flight.

CAVE IN ROCK, Iil., Nov. 12 
(AP)—A skeleton believed to be 
that of Alice Austin, sentenced to 
prison 10 years ago with two oth- 
ers for the truck dynamite murder 
of her husband, was found by two 
hunters late yesterday. 


She had been missing from her 


~ home here since last July. 


The skull contained what ap- 

peared to be a bullet hole. No 
weapon had Ween found, but au- 
thorities were searching the area 
today. 

Sheriff John Angleton said a 
white plastic purse found near the 
bones contained $20 and a mar- 
riage license issued to Mrs. Austin 
and Theodore Simmons. 

The sheriff said he believed 
there was no doubt as to identity 
of the remains. A dentist was to 
inspect the dental work in the 
skull. 

Authorities would not express a 
theory on how she was killed pend- 
ing further investigation. An in- 
quest probably will be held early 
next week. 

Mrs. Austin and Simmons, who 
was sentenced with her for the 
murder, were married in Septem- 
ber 1948, and were divorced last 
February. She was 49 years old. 

Ira Scott, a farm hand and co- 
defendant who pleaded guilty and 
served as the state’s chief witness 
during the trial at Carmi, also was 
sent to prison. All three were re- 
leased on Nov. 2, 1947.

Neighbor Kills Woman in Dispute 
Over Driveway They Both Used 


WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Nov. 12 
(UP)—A man shot his woman 
neighbor to death today in a dis- 
pute over a driveway they shared 
jointly. 

Mrs. C. C. Crowson was felled 
by two blasts from a shotgun in 


the hands of S. Sam Bourland, 53 
years old, before police officer 
Ernest Deaton could knock the 
weapon from his hands. Deaton 
had been summoned by Bourland, 
an oil field worker, when he got 
up early to go to work and found 


the jointly - shared driveway 
blocked. 

Bourland, charged with murder 
and held without bond, told Dis- 
trict Attorney Clyde Fillmore that 
he saw Mrs. Crowson reach into 
her kimono, apparently for a 
weapon; that he grabbed the shot- 
gun he had in his car and opened 
fire. Two blasts struck the wom- 
an. She died 30 minutes later in 
a hospital. 

Bourland had complained to po- 
lice a number of times in the past 
about his neighbor blocking the 
driveway, police records showed.

Scott testified for the state he 
planted dynamite in Austin’s 
truck under the supervision of 
Simmons. 


Austin was killed and a com- 
panion, Miss Lacene McDowell, 22, 
was maimed by the explosion of a 
dynamite bomb wired under the 
floor board of the truck, March 
20, 1939. 

Austin was Hardin County Na- 
tional Youth Administration su- 
perintendent. He and his wife 
were estranged at the time of his 
death.

LIKE U.S., ENVOY SAYS 


Swiss Minister Compares 
Spirit of Friendliness, 
Enterprise in Both. 


—— 


Switzerland, “only a dot on the 
map,” shares with the great 
United States a spirit of friendli- 
ness and enterprise that has made 
it, along with America, one of the 
two creditor nations of the world, 
the Swiss minister to this country 
said here last night. 

Charles Bruggmann of Wash- 
ington, D.C., spoke at Swiss Hall, 
3110 Iowa avenue, at the centen- 
nial festival of the St. Louis 
Swiss Benevolent Society, oldest 
Swiss society in this country. He 
addressed 300 persons at a ban- 
quet, being forced to return to 
Washington before his scheduled 
talk this afternoon before an an- 
ticipated crowd of twice the size. 

Early Swiss settlers in America 
found here the same atmosphere 
of kindliness coupled with initia- 
tive that prevailed and still pre- 


vails in their homeland, Brugg- 
mann said. He traced the historic 
friendship between the two coun- 
tries which he sai dare alike ex- 


cept in size and resources. 

Because of Switzerland’s com- 
parative lack of natural resoruces, 
he continued, the country is 
obliged to do a business of buy- 
ing, manufacturing and reselling 
that is four times the normal 
amount of a nation of similar size. 
No larger than Indiana, Switzer- 
land supports a prosperous popu- 
lation of 4,500,000, he said, having 
not beggars and being proud of 
having done a_ considerable 
amount of charity during and 
after the war. 

The centennial program will re- 
sume today at 2 p.m. at Swiss Hall 
and will continue into the eve- 
ning.

Wasp Sting Kills Allergic Man; 
Fluid Fills Lungs and He Drowns

SALISBURY, Conn., Nov. 12— 
Howard Sinclair Kerner died from 


the sting of a wasp. 

Kerner, 73 years old, retired 
commander of a United States 
submarine chaser in World War I, 
was stung Thursday night as he 
sat in the rectory of St. John’s 
Episcopal Church, listening to 
Maj. Paul Meyer, United States 
Army (retired), tell of his experi- 
ences as a German prisoner of 
war in World War II. 

Kerner turned to a companion 


and said he had just been stung. 
A moment later he went into 


another room, where he lapsed 
into a coma. He died shortly after- 
ward. 

Dr. Clark K. Peterson, medical 
exarhiner, said Kerner died of 
acute anaphylaxis, which caused 
the lungs to fill with fluid and 
the result was the same as if he 
drowned. 

Kerner had been stung three 
times previously this year, and 
Dr. Peterson said each time Ker- 
ner fell unconscious for two or 
three minutes but was revived with 
adrenalin. He said Kerner was 
especially allergic to wasp venom 
and that such persons were “ex- 
tremely rare.”

A Negro at Washington U. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Again you are to be commended for 
editorial vigilance in the fight you are 
waging along with many other Missouri 
citizens in awakening the Missouri Sen- 
ate to action in providing equal oppor- 
tunities for all at the State University 
at Columbia. 

Two years ago it was expedient that 
I gét a professional degree. I, a Negro, 
wanted to earn this degree at a school 
in my home state. Missouri University 
Wwas my choice. Need I say that making 
application would have meant another 
law suit? At the time of this decision, 
Washington University opened the doors 
of the professional schools to Negroes. 
I matriculated and graduated in June 
of this year. I was one of the first 
known Negroes to receive a degree from 
this honored institution. 

Were there skepticisms, misgivings as 
to adjustment, questions as to how it 
would work out (Negroes on the campus 
mixing freely with the white students), 
tense feelings when a Negro walked into 
the cafeteria or student center? Yes, I 
can answer. I am sure these tensions 
existed, but I never experienced nor 
was I ever made cognizant of them. 

I made friends and everyone was 
friendly, not in an apologetic, sympa- 
thetic, or tolerant manner, but in true 
democratic spirit. I sang a recital of 
songs in Graham Memorial chapel be- 
fore a capacity audience. I studied with 
my fellow colleagues; we had coffee to- 
gether; we had bull sessions together 
in pooling our knowledge and resources 
in research groups in the library and 
in seminars. No one acted or felt I 
was different because my skin was 
black. We were all students pursuing 
common goals. 

This enriching experience taught me 
a lesson in tolerance too. I] was accept- 
ed generally everywhere I went on the 
campus as a student and not as a Ne- 
gro. I went freely about the campus 
with no feeling of restraint, and evi- 
dences of tension were not apparent. 

This story represents the happiness 
and successful adjustment I made at a 
university bound too by its fetters of 
Southern ideologies and traditions. It 
proves that once the barriers are anni- 
hilated, white students will accept, will 
study with, will become adjusted to, will 
conform to the democratic way, and 
will receive the Negro student as a 
person seeking common goals of all 
aspirants of an in-state education, de- 
siring to make contribution to this de- 
mocracy of ours, and at the same time 
securing the rights that he justly de- 
serves.

Toward a Better Ballot 


Is organized labor going to repeat one of the 
worst political mistakes of the prohibitionists? 
Is labor going to apply the single test of what 
it thinks is support for its side to all candidates 
and all issues—in the fashion of the dry cru- 
saders of the Volstead era? 

The question is a fair one after the stand 
which the CIO’s Political Action Committee in 
Ohio took agafhst the proposal to change the 
form of the state ballot. The change was to go 
from the old-style party-column type of ballot 
to the Massachusetts type, which lists nominees 
by the office sought—incidentally, something 
that should interest St. Louis’ Freeholders. 

The Ohio CIO leaders saw this issue solely in 
terms of the re-election candidacy of Senator 
Taft next year. They opposed the change be- 
cause they thought it would increase their work 
in opposing the Republican Senator whom they 
particularly wish to retire. 

Though passed in a form which may cause the 
change to go to the Ohio courts, the office-type 
ballot was carried through to victory by a state- 
wide civic campaign. Now the PAC director in 
Cleveland says: “We were defeated. We took 
a whipping on the main issue of the election.” 

This is a very small, limiting view which does 
discredit to labor’s conception of its role in 
public affairs. The question before the people 
of Ohio and, therefore, before organized labor 
in Ohio was whether the office-type ballot would 
be an improvement over the old party-column 
type ballot. This is the question the Ohio PAC 
should have been willing to face and answer. 

The ballot which groups nominees by offices 
contains the same information as the party-col- 
umn type. The nominee's party appears after 
his name. But since there is no party column, 
it is impossible to mark an X at the top and 
vote blindly. Straight party voting is still pos- 
sible by marking an X at the name of every 
nominee of the party. 

This arrangement of the ballot is no political 
cure-all, But it is a notable help. The very 
fact that the voter is given the responsibility 
of going down the list and picking and choos- 
ing encourages independent voting. It tends 
to free cities and states from machine control. 
It ends automatic party sweeps. It is a pro- 
tection against party hacks and other unworthies, 
who so often are carried into office by a major- 
ity for the head of the party-column ticket. 

Though political bosses have been an obstacle 
to its extension, the office-style ballot has been 
adopted by more than a dozen states, ranging 
across the country from Massachusetts to Cali- 
fornia. The vote in Ohio is significant and 
doubtless will hearten citizens elsewhere who 
are trying to shorten the ballot and otherwise 
improve the election machinery. 

We believe this is something the Freeholders 
should investigate for St. Louis. If this city is 
to retain national parties in municipal elections, 
where national issues are absent, should we not 
at least arrange our ballot so as to stimulate 
independent voting? 
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Steel Goes Back to Work 

The steel strike is just about over. Now that 
Big Steel—the United States Steel Corporation 
—has accepted the so-called Bethlehem plan, 
only a few small companies still remain to be 
signed up. In all probability, they will accept 
the general pattern. 

The settlement marks a real turning-point in 
the industry. It means that henceforth steel 
workers will have the reassurance of pensions 
for their old age. It means that there will be as 
much regard for the obsolesence of men as for 
the obsolesence of machines. This is humani- 
tarian. It also ought to prove good business 
by raising the morale of the industry’s labor 
force and cutting down its turnover. And 
it is a contribution to the nation’s economic 
stability by guaranteeing workers’ purchasing 
power beyond their working years. 

Nevertheless, we still say that the issue was 
not worth a strike. There never was a real ar- 
gument over the desirability of pensions: only 
over whether they ought to be built up on a 
contributory or non-contributory basis. It is 
worth noting that just as the companies gave 
ground on the question of non-contributory 
pensions, so did the union give ground on the 
issue of contributory insurance. In the end, 
give and take had to prevail. 

The result is satisfactory. But it should have 
been possible to achieve it at the bargaining 
table without a long and costly strike. 
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Mission for the Navy 

From the foggy Grand Bank off Newfound- 
land to the ice-strewn Davis Straits between 
Labrador and Greenland, a powerful task force 
of almost 100 warships and 42,000 men is heav- 
ily engaged in a three-week test of the Navy’s 
defenses against submarines. These exercises 
apparently are more extensive than those held 
off Newfoundland last year. 

They should be. The maneuvers held in 1948 
revealed that the Navy was not prepared to 
strangle the submarine should a war come. Pos- 
sibly the columnists Joseph and Stewart Alsop 
were not too vehement in their reference to 
“the shocking results” in which eight Snorkel- 
equipped, high speed, radar-resistant submarines 
of post-World War II type drove off the entire 
attacking fleet. 

The Alsops, Hanson Baldwin of the New York 
Times, Ansel Talbert of the New York Herald 
Tribune and other military commentators have 
written frequently of the menace of the sub- 
marine. They have stressed our Navy’s report 
that the Russians have 250 submarines, includ- 
ing the Types 21 and 26 which Germany de- 
veloped too late for World War II. It must be 
remembered Germany began World War I with 
only 28 U-boats and World War II with about 50 
and might have won the war had not the Allies 
developed new anti-submarine techniques and 
tactics at almost the eleventh hour. It is dan- 
gerous to delay that long. 

Rear Adm. Charles B. Momsen, the assistant 
chief of naval operations for undersea warfare, 
said last May: “If we doze again we may wake 
up too late.” This is emphasized in a statement 
by Vice Adm. Robert Carney, Navy logistics 
chief, who warned: “The art of undersea war- 
fare offense has progressed farther and faster 
than the equipment and technics of the defense.” 

The Snorkel breathing device and protective 
paint largely nullify radar’s searching rays. 
High underwater speed, three times that of 
World War II craft, defeats World War II sonar 
equipment. Greater structural strength allows 
dives to far depths. The long-range, high-speed 
torpedo permits attacks at longer ranges and 
with greater accuracy. It can be seen that the 
menace of the submarine is formidable. 

If all hands fall to with a will and the Battle 
of the Pentagon is forgotten, the Navy should in 
good time be able to assure the nation that it is 


prepared to master the submarine. The Navy 
does not need to regret having been ruled out 
of the glamorous field of strategic bombing. It 
has a fundamental as well as important mission 
in the national defense. 
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Phog Allen Raises a Point 


“Old Phog’s shooting his mouth off again.” 

Such is the elegant reaction of the journey- 
men members of the college football coaching 
profession to the latest blast by Kansas Uni- 
versity’s Phog Allen about the sizable salaries 
secretly paid to famous amateur athletes. 

The more dignified master-members of the 
University Executaves Guild—the chancellors, 
provosts and just plain presidents—remain silent 
about such scandalous talk of five-figure sal- 
aries for backs who e¢an fill a stadium. 

Privately, however, some of them are worried; 
and worried about the very point raised by 
Allen. His point is that these athletic salaries 
are not being reported to the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue. And with knowledge of the 
play-for-pay system becoming more widespread, 
it is risky to expect officials always to refrain 
from looking through the veil of ivy. Perhaps 
that is why the president of one Big Ten univer- 
sity fearfully told some of his colleagues: “This 
whole thing is going to blow up in our faces one 
of these days.” 

Probably there are not so very many football 
players in the five-figure bracket. Considering 
their drawing power and the competition for 
their services, it’s amazing how cheaply most of 
them do work. But, according to Mr. Allen, 
there are plenty of boys even in the junior 
colleges of his state who get $60 to $100 a month. 
And that’s more than the $600 a year with 
which income tax liability begins. 

There is no compelling reason why college 
football players should not be paid as other 
performers are paid. But if they are paid, they 
should be paid frankly and openly. In a sport 
that is supposed to be character-building, there 
ought to be no fiction of amateurism. After all, 
there is nothing in the moral codes which makes 
athletics for fun more commendable than ath- 
letics for pay. 

But every moral code does condemn falsifica- 
tion, hypocrisy and the contamination of the 
young. One often hears complaints about the 
lack of integrity in politics and business. But 
what is to be expected if those charged with 
the training of the young lead them to believe 
that it is all right to profess one standard of 
values. and to act according to the opposite? 


That’s why Phog Allen can’t be laughed off. 
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Prince Charlie’s Birthday Cake 


Prince Charlie, the son of Princess Elizabeth 
and the Duke of Edinburgh, is going to have a 
honey of a birthday cake for his first birthday 
tomorrow. It is going to have candy lambs, teddy 
bears and clowns on it, and a crown with a 
candle—but that is not the point.

Before he goes ahead with this project, we 
would merely remind Prince Charlie of the 
commotion that broke loose about Princess 
Elizabeth’s smoking.

If 
he indulges in birthday cake with a tot of rum 
in it at the age of 1, and a bare 1 at that, we 
predict there will be the devil to pay.

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Albania in the Yugoslav Vise 
Yugoslavia has renewed its invitation, under 
increasing pressure, for Albania to overthrow 
the Hoxha Government and move out of Rus- 
sia’s orbit. Tito’s renunciation of the treaty of 
friendship with the Albanians makes the out- 
look still blacker for a people who have every 
reason to be dissatisfied with the outlook. 
Though the number of opponents of the Al- 
banian Government who have been liquidated 
since the end of the war is put in the tens of 
thousands, the jails are still full of political 
prisoners. Eighty-five thousand men are re- 
ported to be in the Army and the police, in a 
country of 1,000,000 population. One out of 
every three workers is taken from production. 
Yugoslavia had been making up shortages of 


foodstuffs and other necessities of living until 


Albania, undoubtedly at the behest of Moscow, 
foolishly broke off trade relations with Bel- 
grade 15 months ago. The Russians, shut off 
from access to Albania by land, talked big about 
an airlift, such as the United States used to 
supply its sector of Berlin when Russia severed 
land transport. But in marked contrast with the 
British-American airlift, the promised Russian 
airlift to Albania never materialized. 

The people of the United States have reason 
enough for hoping Tito will win this struggle, 
for the sake of Albania’s own future. They 
have other impelling reasons too. One of them 
is that, as George Fielding Eliot writes, “There 
will be no peace in Greece until something is 
done about Albania.” Another reason is that 
the Russians have built on the island of Saseno, 
off the Albanian coast, a submarine base which 
challenges Britain’s Gibraltar, to the west, for 
control of the Mediterranean. Our propaganda 
should make it ceaselessly evident to the Alba- 
nians that if they throw in with Tito the United 
States is prepared to give them economic help 
on the same basis as Yugoslavia now receives it. 
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Salute to a Scrapper 

Harry Truman is above all else a scrapper. 
He doesn’t quit just because the battle is going 
against him. He stays right in and fights as if 
the next blow would bring him victory. And 
he will take his chances and stand by the con- 
sequences. 

His civil rights program is in point. Know- 
ing full well that many of its elements of equal 
rights for citizens were anathema in the South, 
he put White House approval on it a full year 
before the 1948 election. Then he made civil 
rights an issue before the convention. He saw 
the Dixiecrat revolt. He lost four Southern 
states and still won the election. He went up 
against the buzz-saw of a filibuster in an effort 
to put the program through the new Congress. 
He saw it delay other legislation and widen the 
breach in his party. 

With Congress in recess, the President might 
go easy on the issue for a couple of months at 
least. Not so Harry Truman. Speaking to the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews in 
Washington, he said that federal legislation is 
needed on such matters as poll tax elimination 
and punishment for lynching. “In view of the 
clear language of the Constitution,” he says, “I 
do not see how we can do otherwise.” 

The man from Independence deserves a salute 
for this persistence on the side of justice and 
fair dealing. He hasn’t won this fight, but then 
he hasn’t lost it either. He's a scrapper and 
scrappers have a way of coming out in the end.

Texas. Land of a Vast Illusion

When people meet in Texas, one ques- 
tion inevitably arises: “Are you a native 
Texan?” The present Governor has con- 
sistently maintained that Texans are a 
race different from all others. One wide- 
ly known book which has had a consider- 
able sale sums up the entire matter in a 
single sentence: Texans “are a distinct 
race: tough, alien, unconquerable, and un- 
assimilable.” In the 1946 gubernatorial 
race, “un-Texan” was used with the same 
freedom with which some Americans ap- 
ply “un-American.” 

Manifest Destiny has made its appear- 
ance in Texas. The state is in an im- 
perialist mood. The last Legislature pushed 
a symbolic Lone Star flag clear out to the 
Continental Shelf, an average distance of 
67 miles. In this 
manner Texas has 
added 35,000,000 acres 
to her domain in the 
last few years. 

Having a new race 
of people, a unique 
history and a distinct 
culture, Texas may 
be developing a new 
ideology. Big, sprawling Texas is an es- 
say in vastness. Even today space is an ob- 
session; distance is hypnotic. 


Size and growth have become the stand- 
ard yardsticks. The mania for bigness ex- 
plains why the State Capitol is larger than 
any other, accounts for the San Jacinto 
Monument being taller than the Washing- 
ton Monument. 


They Still Are “Sovereign” 


At the time of annexation, Texas prac- 
tically entered the Union on its own terms. 
Texans today are still mindful of the days 
when their state was a sovereign union. 

Out-of-staters coming into Texas to live oft- 
en become more Texan than the natives them- 
selves. Texanism has been known to over- 
come the loyalty of both the Irish and 
Polish nationals to their former homelands 
and, it is said, even affect the allegiance 
of boys from Brooklyn. 

The Texas myth is used by individuals to 
boost their own political stock. No one 
seriously believes all the politically loaded 
remarks that have been made on the tide- 
lands oil controversy. A great many poli- 
ticians have used this question as a spring- 
board to newspaper headlines. One asatate 
official declared with apparent sincerity 
that he would see Texas secede from the 
Union rather than surrender her tideland 
rights. ‘Another prominent Texan, speak- 
ing against federal legislation on 
rights, stated, “I am a Southerner before 
I am an American and I am a Texan be- 
fore 1 am a Southerner.” 
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Industry Without Social Progress 


One large automobile company adver- 
tises its cars and trucks with a sticker 
reading, “Built in Texas by Texans.” 
Books with Texas on the title page are 
legion. It is said that publishers estimate 
its worth at $1500 in the title of any book. 


Texas longs to be a part of the brave 
new world of skyscrapers, atom bombs 
and prefabricated houses, but she shrinks 
from any association with the social move- 
ments and political philosophies which 
spring up in the wake of such a society. 
In consequence, while reaping the benefits 
of industrialization, Texas tries to mini- 
mize or disregard the problems which have 


come with it. And so the breach between 
Texas’ desire for the color and glamour 
of her days as a republic and her ambi- 
tions for the growth of her industries is 
widened. The myth of Texanism is em- 
ployed to prevent the public from realiz- 
ing how incompatible are simple frontier 
ideals and philosophy with complex, atomic- 
age circumstances. 


There is a great yearning on the part 
of many Texans to turn the clock back 
and revert to a simple society, sufficient 
within itself and oblivious of the political 
maneuvers and diplomatic cunning of na- 
tions on other continents. Perhaps this 
covetuus view of the past explains why the 
state remains a stronghold of the hell’s- 
fire, evangelical faiths, a critical crucible 
for all progressive social reform move- 
ments, and the recruiting ground par ex- 
cellence for all who would rebel against 
the trend toward collectivism in govern- 
ment and revitalize the individualistic 
traits of revered forefathers. The major- 
ity of Texas’ leaders still confuse progress 
with retreat. 


Case of Native Modesty 


Texas had more men rejected for mili- 
tary service because of illiteracy than any 
major state. The prison system is in such 
condition as to almost preclude discussion, 
and the prison farm system has been hailed 
as the worst in the nation. These short- 
comings are given little publicity. During 
the last session of the Legislature, one of 
the representatives said, “I have lost all 
patience with people who quote somebody 
from California or Chicago who says that 
Texas ranks thirty-seventh in education. I 
think Texas is among the first two or 
three states.” 

Almost as ridiculous as the accusations 
of treason against a Texas sheriff who 
sent to Oklahoma for a 10-gallon hat, is 
the recent action of a group of Texas ar- 
chitects. This group protested the engag- 
ing of an out-of-state firm to plan a mil- 
lion-dollar building for the Dallas county 
juvenile headquarters. 


A Holdover of Adolescence 


All that can be said against putting “No 
Trespassing” signs on the professions was 
said by the United States Public Health 
Service: “The best results cannot be ex- 
pected until Texans can realize without 
a shock that someone from Maine or Cali- 
fornia might do a specific health job a 
little better than anyone available from 
within the state.” 

Provincialism in a former age was not 
especially harmful, since poor transporta- 
tion and communication acted as shock 
absorbers. Today, the factors which em- 
phasize differences—or which tend to cre- 
ate differences which do not exist—deserve 
serious investigation. Texanism in many 
ways is such a force. 

Perhaps it is Texas’ bad luck to have 
come of age, so to speak, 50 years too late. 
In an earlier era her nationalistic instincts 
might have been in keeping with the times. 
Texas has not yet reached maturity. When 
it does, it may be wise enough to accept 
its responsibilities as a member state of 
the United States and a part of one sov- 
ereign world.

Odds and Ends 
Of Somerset Maugham

OMERSET MAUGHAM has 
Gove: contended that a read- 

er should know when and 
what to skip as he makes his way 
through the world’s literature. It 
is appropriate then that Mr. 
Maugham should have compiled a 
volume that not only encourages 
skipping but penalizes the failure 
to do so. Following my usual 
custom I started “A Writer's 
Notebook” (Doubleday) at the 
beginning, with the author's pre- 
face. 1 got to page 49 before I 
realized that I was more aware 
of the room temperature, the. 
noise of motor cars in the street 
and a dull pain along the occipa- 
tal crest than of what I. was 
reading. 

Something was wrong. So I 
started leafing through the book 
stopping only when a word, a 
Name or a provocative phrase 
Virtually leaped out of the text 
and flagged me down. Proceeding 
thus I occupied myself pleasantly 
for three hours or more. From 
this experience I conclude that 
miscellaneous reflections, anec- 
dotes, thumb-nail portraits and 
50 on should never be read at 
One prolonged sitting; or if they 
are they should never be taken 
consecutively.

Mr. Maugham’'s compilation is 
taken from the jottings of a life- 
time. Like many authors he 
made notes of anything and 
everything—a face, a name, an 
incident, a passing thought — 
that had the promise of being 
useful to him in formulating a 
story or some part of one.

Democratic Germany

THE STRUGGLE FOR GERMANY, by 
Drew Middleton. (Bobbs-Merrill Co., 
304 pgs., $3.) 

T seems a good idea to begin 
|: review ‘of Mr. Middleton's 
book on Germany by quoting 
its closing paragraphs: 
“.. . Here in Germany, east 
and west, we have about sixty- 
five million people. They have, 
whether they know it or not, 
suffered a decisive defeat. 
This defeat coming as it did 
twenty-seven years after an 
earlier defeat, accompanied by 
bombing on a hitherto un- 
known scale and followed by 
occupation, has drained the es- 
sential strength of the nation. 
The country is divided. There 
is no easy road to unity. And 
all Germans are beset by po- 
litical problems and tortured 
by political choices on which 
the lives of those who choose 
may depend. The German 
people have spawned some of 
the most wicked men of mod- 
ern times. They have also 
produced great writers, musi- 
cians and thinkers. And al- 
though we cannot condone, 
and God forbid we ever should, 
what went on at Dachau or 
Belsen, we must not make the 
error of believing that Ger- 
many is the only home of 
cruelty. 


“Now we are engaged in a 
great contest with a totalitar- 
‘.n power whose sources of 
strength are greater than those 
of Nazi Germany. The last four 
years have taught us, if they 
have taught us anything, that 
there is no retreat. The con- 
sequences of defeat are before 
us in eastern Europe. One of 
the ways in which victory can 
be won is to bring Germany 
back into the Western com- 
munity of nations. But this 
Germany cannot be the Ger- 
many of Hitler. A Facist Ger- 
many is a false reinforcement 
to the democratic Powers. 


“We must make two efforts. 
The first is to see that the 
Germany which develops in 
the next five or ten years is a 
democratic Germany which we 
can trust. The second is to 
insure that this Germany does 
not through our own mistakes 
fall to Communist pressure 
and ally itself with Russia.

HESE conclusions call for re- 
T spect because they are those 

of the New York Times’s 
chief correspondent in Germany. 
They are even more challenging 
because in this book Mr. Middle- 
ton sketches the observation and 
the reasoning on which they are 
based. 

While the current odds seem 
to favor the West, he makes it 
clear that the battle for Ger- 
many has not yet been decided. 
Certainly, the creation of a demo- 
cratic governmental set-up at 
Bonn was not decisive. Middle- 
ton has his doubts about the 
ever available Adenauer. ‘His 
appeal to the middle-aged busi- 
nessmen and government func- 
tionaries is strong, but he is not 
favored by the veterans and refu- 
gees.” The new chancellor is 
called ‘‘an old and spiteful man.”’ 

Middleton believes that the 
British, who once barred Aden- 
auer from politics, came into 
Germany with clearer ideas than 
those of any of the other con- 
quering powers. British mili- 
tary government was, he says, 
“competent and sagacious.’’ Eco- 
nomic considerations, however, 
led to the creation of Bizonia 
and a preponderance of Ameri- 
can influence. Since then, Mid- 
dleton believes, there has been 
too much stress on economic re- 
covery and not enough on politi- 
cal rehabilitation. 


Mr. Middleton is a fair critic 
of U: 8S. Military Government, 


He does not minimize the pres- 
sures under which it has had to 
work, especially the urge to take 
some of the cost of the occupa- 
tion off the back of the Ameri- 
can taxpayer. As a result, too 
many former Nazis have been in- 
stalled in positions of responsi- 
bility. Recognized anti-Nazis 
should have been trained for at 
least some of these jobs. ‘“‘A man 
like Schumacher (Kurt Schu- 
macher, leader of the Social 
Democratic party) who would 
die, and very nearly did, rather 
than summit to National Social- 
ism is, in the long run, a better 
instrument in Germany than the 
highly efficient technical expert 
who will work for anyone.” 


. * * 


OO much preoccupation with 
the Russian threat and the 
inadequacy of American per- 
sonnel in Germany are the chief 
sources of our difficulties, ac- 
cording to Middleton. “It is my 
firm conviction,’’ he writes, ‘‘that 
in Germany too many of our of- 
ficials, softened by the ease of 
their life, by the number of ser- 
vants available and, above all, by 
their position as the representa- 
tives of the conquering Power, 
have not and are not devoting 
enough of their time to their 
jobs.”’ 

Those jobs call for attention 
because the Russians will be able 
to play their best card in the 
years ahead. Once E.R.P. help is 
at an end, they will be able to 
remind the West German repub- 
lic of the advantages of Eastern 
raw materials and Eastern mar- 
kets. Only a solidly established 
German democracy will be able 
to resist such blandishments. 
There is also, to Middleton’s 
mind, danger from the right. 


“In ten years,” he says, “‘I be- 
lieve we will see in Germany a 
Hitler legend as popular and as 
influential as that which devel- 
oped in France after the death 
of Napoleon at St. Helena.” 

In this connection, Middleton 
warns against condemning every 
German patriot as a neo-Nazi. 
A man’s desire to rebuild his na- 
tion is not to be condemned, but 
the Western powers had better 
be sure of his motives and his 
methods. That is why the United 
States cannot afford to sacrifice 
political re-education for the 
sake of economic recovery. 


ERNEST KIRSCHTEN. 


is a work of tremendous 
authenticity and power, phrased 
in simple, eloquent idiom, and 
completely unforgettable. As in 
“The Big Sky” he told of a voy- 
age up the Missouri river, so 
now he tells of an overland 
journey from Missouri to Oregon, 
in the days of “54-40 or Fight.” 
Between books, Mr. Guthrie has 
grown in skill as a novelist, so 
that “The Way West” is better 
rounded in characterization, and 
contains elements of suspense 
and sex and love interest — 
though it must be said in all 
justice, not much. It is not ac- 
tually people that the author is 
speaking of in either novel. It is 
the free spirit of man, and the 
pioneer West in which it found 
its home. This heroic idea, 
spread on a canvas of equal 
grandeur, and richly detailed out 
of a monumental knowledge of 
the subject, is what makes these 
two books of Mr. Guthrie's new 
American classics. 

Though the author has insert- 
ed a seduction sequence, a tear- 
jerker about a little boy, and a 
romance of sorts in “The Way 
West,” it is still an intellectual 
rather than an emotional commit- 
ment that keeps the reader ab- 
sorbed through these pages. The 
fact is that Mr. Guthrie is not 
a novelist i ihe conventionai 
sense of the term. He can write 
to formula, and do it well, but 
he has so many genuine ex- 
periences to share with the 
reader that the standard ingredi- 
ents of a novel become more of 
a hindrance than a help. The 
reader actually does not care 
what is going to happen or whom 
it is going to happen to. (The 
tear-jerker sequence is an ex- 
ception, but it is not typical 
Guthrie.) It doesn’t even mat- 
ter whether the On to Oregon 
Train in “The Way West,” or 
the keelboat Mandan in “The 
Big Sky,” gets through. All that 
matters is that it was in the 
spirit of men to set out on so 
hard an adventure for the sake of 
owning their own souls.

Shah Flying to U.S. in 
Truman’s Plane — Trip 


Coincides With Re- 


view of Policies, 


By EDWARD E. BOMAR 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12 (AP)— 
American relations with the trou- 
bled Middle East are due for a 
general going-over beginning next 
week, when the youthful Shah of 

Iran arrives for a state visit. 
The Iranian ruler, who will ar- 


rive Wednesday, is expected by of- 
ficials to seek an _ increase in 
American military and economic 
help to his country as a strategi- 
cally placed barrier against Rus- 
sian expansion southward. 


Two Conferences Scheduled. 


His trip will overlap in part 
two important Middle East con- 
ferences concerned largely with 
the more urgent problem of a 
permanent settlement between 
Arabs and Jews. 

(President Truman’s plane, the 
Independence, arrived at Tehran 
today to pick up Shah Mohammed 
Riza Pahlevi. The Shah is ex- 
pected to leave Monday or Tues- 
day. An experienced pilot, he 
probably will sit at the controls 
for part of the trip.) 

Spokesmen for six Arab nations 
have asked for a meeting Monday 
with top State Department offi- 
cials, without announcing their 
purpose. And on Nov. 26 the chiefs 
of all 10 diplomatic missions in 
the Middle East 


Turkey, with Assistant Secretary 
of State George C. McGhee. 

These meetings, along with the 
Shah's visit, signify that Truman 
and Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son will be called on soon to turn 
attention to the current principal 
concerns of the United States in 
the Middle East. 


These include: 


1. The effectiveness of Amer- 
ican backing for Turkey as well 
as Iran as anti - Communist 
allies of the West. Both are 
immediate neighbors of Russia. 
Iran, Turkey and Greece, all 
supported by American arms in 
their resistance to Russian pres- 
sure, have talked of a Middle 
East defense treaty along the 
lines of the North At€&ntic 
Treaty. They are understood to 
have received no encouragement 
from the United States. 

2. Lifting the threat of a 
second round of fighting be- 
tween Jews and Arabs, and 
working out a solution for the 
problem of some 650,000 Arab 
refugees from Palestine. 

3. Raising the Middle East 
standard of living through 
“point four” technical assist- 
ance, development of oil re- 
sources, irrigation and other 
means. Point four refers to 
Truman’s aim of building up 
underprivileged world areas.

Thomas (Dem.), Oklahoma, said 
today one European country had 
snubbed his armed forces subcom- 
mittee of the Senate Appropri- 
ations Committee and “any more 
money granted to that country 
will be over my protest.”

Thomas is chairman of the 
seven-man subcommittee, which is 
touring Europe to investigate the 
use of American aid funds. Other 
members are Senators Maybank 
(Dem.), South Carolina, McLellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, Rebertson 
(Dem.), Virginia, Thye (Rep.), 
Minnesota, Stennis (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi and Chavez (Dem.), New 
Mexico. The committee has visited 
Belgium, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Germany and Switzerland. 
It has yet to visit Greece, Spain, 
Italy and Britain. 

A member of the group, who 
asked not to be quoted by name, 
said: “We have discussed at great

valley to avoid fog and mist. The 
heavy stand of trees to the south 
and west of the house protect it 
from strong winds winter and sum- 
mer, and ateorb a lot of summer's 
heat. The slope of the ground pro- 
vides a runoff for frost and gives 
us a longer than normal] growing 
season.” 

Approaching the house from the 
front one finds an off-the-road 
parking area, and the long rose 
arbor leading down to the main 
entrance which is enlivened by an 
exterior mural done by Ernest 
Trova, the painter of “Roman 
Boy.” , The arbor is lighted at 
night by silver-tipped bulbs in 
simple outdoor reflectors. 

View Across Valley. 

To the right of the entry is a 
guest closet, from which one walks 
along a shoulder-high storage wall 
and service counter, to find him- 
self immediately in the large open 
living room, At the left, in the 
north wall, is a four-foot wood- 
burning fireplace. More impressive 
are the all-glass east wall, which 
looks down onto a concreted ter- 
race; and the full-length glass 
doors along the entire south wall, 
opening onto a bridgework bal- 
cony, high above the ground, 
shaded by the solar overhang of 
the roof and overlooking the sweep 
of garden and forest trees. 

The open ceiling, low on the 
north side, where there are no 
openings, save for high, bucket 
type windows above the kitchen 
work areas, rises sharply toward 
the south. It admits a flood of 
sunlight from Sept. 22 to March 
22, providing considerable natural 
heat, but during the rest of the 
year shades the entire house from 
the high rolling summer sun, which 
drops in from above the tree-tops. 

All of the woodwork, 
the balcony, is stained a weath- 
ered brown and the floor through- 
out is in brown cork tile over con- 
crete. Thus the house, inside and 
out, becomes a part of the wood- 
land. <As green leaves and bril- 
liantly plumed birds give color ac- 
cent to the woodland, so draperies, 
furniture and etchings lend color 
accent to the interior. 

At night, 
areas become mirrors of the in- 
terior against the blackness out- 
side, or by moonlight provide a 
silver-hued fairyland beyond. Flood 
lights along the solar overhang, 
however, sweep the woodland and | 
the garden area, restore trans- 
parency at night to the glass.

Tells History 


Of Gardening 
In This Area

At a recent meeting in St. Louis, 
the members of garden clubs from 
Missouri and five other central 
states were briefed on the horti- 
cultural history of their region. 
Remarkably enough, this sum- 
mary was given by a native Cali- 
fornian—Mrs, Leonard B. Slosson, 
of Los Angeles, president of the 
National Council of Federated 
Garden Clubs, 

“The story of the spread of 
‘horticulture from the East to the

man interest as an epic movie,” 

she said. “It is a drama that 
stretched across our country. 
Early settlers brought plants from 
Europe; housewives carried cut- 
tings across the plains in covered 
wagons; Spanish missionaries 
started gardens in California. 

“European plants were not al- 
ways suited to American gardens, 
and we had@*to get hardy stock 
through the untiring efforts of 
our horticulturists—first the arbo- 
reta, and then the nurseries and 
horticultural societies. Knowledge 
spread from these centers of in- 
terest to pioneer gardeners like 
Washington and Jefferson. 

Room for Digging. 

“A botanist collected plants on 
the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
which started from St. Louis, In- 
dependence was the starting place 
for three of the greatest American 
trails, leading to California, Santa 
Fe, and Oregon, Pioneer horticul- 
turists in Missouri were Dr. Engel- 
mann, Samuel Miller, Jacob Rom- 
mel, and Herman Jaeger.” 

Her informative talks on horti- 
cultural history of different re- 
gions of the country are just 
“teasers,” Mrs. Slosson explains. 
She hopes that club members will 
round out the story by develing 
more deeply into the origins of 
gardens in their own localities.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Nov. 12—The 
mighty monsters of the midlands 
came and conquered today as ex- 
pected, Oklahoma’s nationally. 
ranked Sooners running their win- 
ning streak to 18 consecutive 
games and clinching the Big 
Seven Conference championship by 
mauling undermanned Missouri, 
27 to 7. 

A hopeful crowd of 37,152, the 
record for remodeled Memorial 
Stadium, watched glumly in dis- 
mal weather as the two-touchdown 
favorites from the red clay coun- 
try neared another Sugar “Bowl 
invitation with an awesome dis- 
play of vicious line play and hard- 
charging ball carrying. 

Up front where games are won 
and lost, the white-shirted Sooners 
lived up to their reputation as the 
nation’s No. 1 team defensively, 
holding the Tigers’ usually-effec- 
tive running attack to 45 yards, 
five fewer than the two Oklahoma 
lines have allowed on an average 
so far this all-victorious season. 

Hit Only 9 Passes of 34. 

Forced to pass whenever they 
could pry the ball from the of- 
fense-minded Sooners, the Tigers 
couldn’t contact often enough to 
sustain drives that conceivably 
might have made it a different 
game.

Robins are gathering in great bands to winter in 
the deep woods and during the last week or two we've 
watched the beautiful white-crowned sparrows on their 
southward migration.

We've also had one great flight 
of geese on a rainy, gusty night perhaps two weeks ago.

@ SEVERAL LARGE BANDS crossed over between supper 
and bedtime. in each case bringing us out into the yard to listen 
to the strange, disconsolate calling. Many of the flocks were 
low and, when we turned on the yard lights, circled once or 
twice in confusion before lifting and heading southward again. 
During the night they awakened us a dozen times, and at 
breakfast next morning we heard a flock so close that we 
thought they must have lighted in the yard. We hurried out 
and saw, first of all, a great phalanx sweeping high overhead 
in two wide Vs with the leader in front and outriders flying 
on each flank. Then we heard the louder sound again and a 
dozen big Canadas circled lower and lower, finally coming to 
rest on the ridge field in easy gun range. They stayed for a 
minutes, then took the air again.

Over on the big pond we've had one lonely little 
coot which seems to have made it his permanent resi- 
dence, Flocks of ducks were fairly plentiful a month 
ago when the teal wi through but since then we've 
seen only an occasional straggler. The Bob-whites, if 
we read the signs aright, are just about to finish their 
annual “fall shuffle” and locate their permanent terri- 
tories for winter feeding. Very often we flush two cov- 
eys which are together and know they are different 
because of the size of the birds.

@ EVEN WITH WINTER COMING ON, there are plenty of 
chores to keep us busy. Last week we joined with Ern Strick- 
lin and pis boy Ray and Harry Russell to dehorn the young 
cattle. We had about 30 head, counting theirs and our own, 
and Perry and I were glad to have help from such an efficient 
crew. This is just about the most disagreeable job of the 
year and we're hoping for the day when all our cattle are de- 
horned painlessly at about one week of age. But the young 
steers came in from the back country, and some are dehorned 
and some aren't. In this case, the horned cattle can worry 
the ones without horns, after the feeding 
starts, by driving them away from the hay racks. The main 
thing is to do the job carefully and then watch the cattle for 
several days to make sure they haven't taken cold and aren't 
being bothered by flies.

CHAPTER 7. 


HY did John L. Lewis break 
Warr Franklin D. Roosevelt? 

Many reasons and Sso.called 
“inside stories” were advanced to 
explain both the rupture and the 
consequent feud which raged un- 
interrupted by a world war until 
the death of the President. 

Leading in common acceptance 
was Lewis’s personal ambition to 
be Vice President of the United 
States. 

Lewis reportedly told Secretary 
of Labor Frances Perkins to in- 
form Mr. Roosevelt that his only 
chance for a third-term victory 
was to have Lewis as his running 
mate. 

She tells in her book, “The 
Roosevelt I Knew,” that while 
and AFI, Teamster President 
Dan Tobin were with Roosevelt, 
the President said: 

“I want to tell you two a very 
interesting thing. About two 
months ago John Lewis came to 
see me. He was in a most amiable 
mood and he talked about the 
third term, too, Dan, just the way 
you have. When I told him what 
I told you, that the _ people 
wouldn’t like a third term and 
that it would he very hard going 
politically, what do you think he 
said, Dan? 

“He said, ‘Mr. President, I have 
thought of all that and I have a 
suggestion to make for you to con- 
sider. If the vice presidential 
candidate on your ticket should 
happen to be John L. Lewis those 
objections would disappear. A 
strong labor man would insure full 
support not only of all labor peo- 
ple but of all the liberals who 
worry about such things as third 
terms.’” 


Roosevelt was asked what his 
answer was. 


“Why, he didn’t press me,” said 
the President. “He didn’t press me. 
He just asked me to think it over 
and give it some consideration.” 


When this writer questioned 
Lewis on the Perkins _ story, 
Lewis replied: 

“If this happened as Mrs. Per- 
kins stated it, and mind I em- 
phasize if, then the President used 
his office to give credence to a 
fantastic cock-and-bull tale he 
himself manufactured out of whole 
cloth. 


“That would be a typical Roose- 
velt maneuver to stir the antago- 
nism of others against one whom 
he opposed, or else typical gossip.” 

It must be remembered that 
prior to the’ occurrence of the 
Perkins story Lewis already had 
attacked and denounced Roose- 
velt; had for him, in fact, a deep 
hatred and contempt, 


Secondly, Roosevelt and Lewis 
by nature were “one-man shows” 
and no one knew better than 
Lewis the human impossibility of 
such a political alignment. 


Then, too, Lewis had steadfastly 
refused political offers. 


He could have been a Senator 
from New Mexico or Illinois, Sec- 
retary of Labor under President 
Coolidge and the running mate of 
Herbert Hoover. 


All of these bids Lewis instantly 
rejected. 
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HERE was also a tremendous 
amount of talk about Lewis 
and the presidency. 

As a dramatic, dynamic figure 
in the national life, Lewis was 
second only to Roosevelt and dur- 
ing 1937 actually eclipsed the 
President in the public eye. 


It would be absurd to assume 
that Lewis was impervious to the 
wind whipping out the banner of 
Lewis for President. 


And it would be equally absurd 
to believe that Lewis did not have 
White House aspirations. 

Lewis was no stranger to Ameri- 
can Presidents. 


He knew that Roosevelt was giv- 
ing to organized labor a more sym- 
pathetic interest than any Presi- 
dent before him, at least in Lewis's 
lifetime. How else can one explain 
his tremendous all-out political 
support of Roosevelt in 1936? 

If Lewis wanted more pro-labor 
power in the White House, it 
could come only from labor itself 
occupying the White House with 
Lewis as President or Vice 
President. 


Yet in 1937 Lewis said: 


“I have tried to avoid any pub- 
lic discussion of the idea of the 
presidency. I am not seeking pub- 
lic office. I have turned down 
public office.” 


Another question that has puz- 
zled those interested in labor and 
politics is why Lewis announced 
that he would resign as president 
of the CIO if Roosevelt were re- 
elected. 


Lewis's gesture has always ap- 
peared as a highly dramatic and 
senseless act. 

This writer, during an interview 
with Lewis in May of 1947, sug- 
gested that his action was a “wild

Lewis replied: 

“You're wrong about that. 

“I carefully examined that elec- 
tion and there was never a mo- 
mentary doubt in my mind that 
Mr. Roosevelt was going to be re- 
elected. 


“That was the very reason I 
deliberately publicly committed 
myself and my organization to the 
camp of Wendell Willkie. 


“You see, I wanted to—I had to 
—get out of the presidency of the 
CIO if I were to be effective in 
uniting the divided forces of 
labor, 

“The CIO presidency placed me 
in an impossible situation insofar 
as I could personally strive to 
unite the CIO and the AFL. I 
had to get out and this was the 
time and the opportunity. 

“Furthermore, for me to have re- 
mained in that office after oppos- 
ing the President would have been 
politically embarassing to the 
CIO.” 

To the best knowledge of the 
author, this reason was nowhere 
in the vicinity of Lewis’s mind on 
Oct. 25, 1940. 

There is no question of Lewis’s 
sincerity when narrating his 1947 
explanation, but the author would 
judge it as a rationalization seven 
years after the fact. 
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T has been suggested that 
| when Lewis was denied the 

vice presidency he attempted 
to inject himself into the cam- 
paign on a par with Roosevelt. 

My conviction is that Lewis sim- 
ply did everything in his power to 
lead the CIO into the Willkie 
ranks because of his implacable 
animosity for the President. 

He knew the workers in the 
CIO idolized him, that his loss to 
the CIO might be catastrophic. 

Lewis used his resignation as 
his ace weapon to drive the work- 
ers out of Roosevelt’s camp. His 
ultimatum was: “It’s either Roose- 
velt or me. You can’t have both.” 


The dark shadows in the Lewis- 
Roosevelt picture might be more 
revealing than the highlights. 

These shadows embrace the pas- 
sions, drives and hostility that 
was generated between these two 
incredibly powerful personalities. 

The President felt that Lewis 
had pushed him into the position 
of a beggar. 

He Gane greatly irritated by 
Lewis’s insistence in 1936 and 1938 
that all requests for financial as- 
sistance be backed by a personal 
plea from the President himself. 

Roosevelt also bitterly resented 
Lewis’s maneuvers whereby Lewis 
would indicate to the public that 
the President’s position was in 
support of Lewis and do it in guch 
a way that Roosevelt could only 
stand mute. 

The President was infuriated 
when Lewis publicly demanded 
that he pay off politically for the 
huge campaign contributions of 
1936. All in all Roosevelt regarded 
Lewis as his prime enemy. 

The most conclusive evidence on 
this point, perhaps, is found in the 
words of Harry Hopkins as re- 
ported in Robert E. Sherwood’s 
“Roosevelt and Hopkins”: 

“So now it became a personal 
issue between Lewis and Roose- 
velt. This was more like it! It is 
my opinion that Roosevelt had not 
really been able to put his heart 
into the contest against Willkie, 
who presented so indistinct a tar- 
get; but a battle to discredit John 
L. Lewis loomed as a real pleas- 
ure.” 

Lewis was vituperative. 

“Franklin D. Roosevelt,” he once 
said, “never cared for the little 
man or what was popularly re- 
ferred to as the common man. 

“He never cared or felt for him 
because he never had the vaguest 
conception of what the little man 
or the common man or the work- 
ing Man was. 

“Franklin Roosevelt never un- 
understood nor had any idea what 
the working man was any more 
than Franklin Roosevelt had ever 
worked himself for a living. 

The two were alike in this—they 
lived and acted with an eye to his- 
tory. 

Neither Roosevelt nor Lewis 
would permit the development of 
a strong leader who might be- 
come a rival and challenge his 
leadership. They refused to per- 
mit an outstanding successor to 
follow in their footsteps. To be 
succeeded by rank mediocrity 
would elevate their historical sta- 
ture by stark contrast. The suc- 
cessor becomes an integral part 
of the background in the canvas 
of history. 

In the twilight of 1940, the of- 
ficial shadow of Lewis grew less. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had been

netism, a fact which Roosevelt 
resented. Lewis was about the 
only individual who refused to

He would stare at Roosevelt 


and say, “Mr. President, is it 


yes or is it no?” 


Roosevelt was sensitive and 
hostile to Lewis’s insistence on 
speaking at length during their 
meetings. Lewis did this be- 
cause he was well aware of the 
President’s propensity for talk- 
ing and telling stories so the 
caller would fmally leave with- 
out having had the opportunity 
to present his problem or his 
request.

re-elected to a third term as Pres- 
ident of the United States and 
Lewis was completing a second 
term as president of the CIO. 

In his drastic war with Roose- 
velt, Lewis had thrown down the 
gauntlet. 

“It’s Roosevelt or me,” he had 
told the CIO. 

The working masses, torn by 
their devotion to two champions, 
had picked up that gauntlet and 
had slapped Lewis squarely in the 
face with a staggering defeat. 

Now he was prepared to resign 
as head of the organization which 
he had conceived and nurtured. 

To most of the delegates as- 
sembled at Atlantic City on Nov. 
18 for the third convention of the 
CIO, it was inconceivable that the 
great Lewis, whose name had 
been a synonym for the ClO, 
would retire as their leader. 

His first appearance created an 
ovation that lasted for more than 
an hour. But when the time came, 
Lewis redeemed his pledge. 


Lewis was dramatic in 
speech, 


“Some great statesman once 
said, “The heights are cold,’ lI 
think that is true. The poet said, 
“Who ascends to the mountain’s 
top finds the loftiest peaks en- 
cased in mist and snow.’ I think 
that is true. 

“We cannot stop to weep and 
wear sackcloth and ashes because 
yesterday we did not have a 
dream come true.” 


All over the convention hall sat 
tough, hard-bitten, scarred vet- 
terans of countless picket lines 
and bitter union struggles, weep- 
ing unashamedly like children. 

Many observers and delegates 
felt that they were witnessing an 
act denied to mortal men—the 
spectacle of a man preaching his 
own funeral eulogy. 

Among them was Philip Murray, 
vice president of the United Mine 
Workers, Lewis's top lieutenant. 

“I want this convention to 
know,” Murray had said, “that I 
do not have any aspirations, that 
I am not a candidate for the pres- 
idency of the CIO.” 

Referring to rumors that there 
had been a split with Lewis, Mur- 
ray said: 

“A division between other of- 
ficers, President Lewis and my- 
self has never been true and I 
~~ in God that it never will 

e.”’ 

His prayer was not to be 
answered. 

On Nov. 22, Murray was nomi- 


his 


nated as president of the CIO by 
Lewis. He was unopposed and 
unanimously elected. 

In his acceptance speech, Mur- 
ray struck the chord he was to 
sound over and over again—he 
wanted to be recognized as Presi- 
dent Philip Murray and not as a 
pawn or puppet created by John 
L. Lewis. 


Lewis said that he first became 
“concerned” about Murray’s loyal- 
ty in 1939 when they traveled to- 
gether to a CIO executive board 
meeting in San Francisco. 

He had determined to resign 
as president of the CIO. 


First, Lewis said, he wanted to 
be free to unite the entire labor 
movement and, second, he needed 
more time to devote to his United 
Mine Workers. 

“I felt then as I do now, and as 
I always will, that the coal miners 
of America have the first call and 
the first right on whatever John 
L. Lewis has to contribute.” 

Lewis told Murray of his plans. 

“Murray expostulated that he 
was not the man to succeed me. 
Over and over again the thought 
came into my mind, ‘he doth pro- 
test too much, methinks.’” 

The board flatly refused to con- 
sider Lewis’s resignation. 

A subdued and worried Lewis 
returned to Washington after the 
1940 convention. He was deter- 
mined not to permit the develop- 
ment of circumstances that would 
agerevate Murray’s tremendous in- 
security. 
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ESPITE his reservations about 

Murray’s loyalty, Lewis felt a 

deep devotion to his successor 
—they had after all, been friends 
for 25 years. 


But there were certain forces 
which worked against a stable 
amity. 

Lewis, the emperor of the CIO, 
forgot that in his wide realm he 
had carved out new empires like 
steel and meat packing and that 
the princes who ruled these do- 
minions were loath to surrender 
their homage and independence. 


Furthermore, their desires and 
ambitions were being encouraged 
by President Roosevelt. 

Lewis's underlings, realizing how 
much less in stature they actually 
were, humanly professed love and 
loyalty but nursed a deep hatred 
of Lewis. They were merely the 
bits of rag that made up the tail 
of the kite. 

And inside of Lewis ‘there was

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a stubborn pride which made him 
feel that it was beneath his dig- 
nity to engage in controversy with 
any CIO leader whom he regarded 
as his creation. 
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T became customary for offi- 
| cials calling on Murray in his 

fourth-floor office of the UMW 
building to drop in on Lewis in 
his office on the third floor. 

Lewis would snort when they 
tried to review their discussions 
with Murray. “Philip Murray is 
your president, sir, not I,” be- 
came his constant refrain. 

Murray resented being over- 
shadowed by Lewis and regarded 
as Lewis’s “man Friday.” 

Recognizing the psychological 
pattern, Lewis refused to discuss 
CIO problems with CIO leaders 
and strongly discouraged them 
from visiting even socially. 

In short, he practically went into 
seclusion. He went out of his way 
to make Murray feel that he was 
CIO president in fact as well as in 
name. 

On one occasion, Lewis was in- 
vited to a dinner that was being 
given by UMW organizers to 
honor Murray upon his election 
to the top CIO post. Lewis de- 
clined, not wanting to steal the 
center of the stage from Murray 
and thereby aggravate his re- 
sentment, but the organizers in- 
sisted and Lewis reluctantly 
went. 

The next morning the Murray 
retinue was deep in gloom—the 
newspapers had featured Lewis's 
speech and had mentioned only 
casually that Murray was the 
guest of honor. 


Lewis cited this as an example 
of the “utter and complete petti- 
ness of the man and his associ- 
ates.” 

The real rush to board the Mur- 
ray bandwagon came early in 1941 
when Lewis suffered a heart at- 
tack and was in a critical condi- 
tion for days. 

The Murray machine began to 
build. His supporters began 
maneuvering to force unions into 
the Murray camp. 

One minor official in Chicago 
went around saying: 

“Lewis is dying of a heart at- 
tack. If you know what’s good 
for you, you'd better line up be- 
hind Murray.” 

Lewis's daughter, Kathryn, 
called Murray and demanded 
that the individual be dismissed. 

Murray expressed horror at 
such behavior. Khe ordered the 
official to Pittsburgh and gave 
him a blistering tongue-lashing, 
not for what he had done but for 
his crudity. 

The official was not disrhissed. 

When Lewis survived his ill- 
ness, his recovery was an acute 
disappointment and embarrass- 
ment to the Murray cohorts. 

Murray’s actions were common 
knowledge. 

Like the husband who is the 
last to know that he has an tn- 
faithful wife, Lewis refused even 
to listen to reports that Murray 
was betraying him. ° 


Once he ordered his own daugh- 
ter out of his office because she 
had dared to question Murray's 
intentions. 
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LL over the country ClO chiefs 
A beeen carrying the torch of 

damnation for Lewis and atill 
Lewis would not believe that the 
Murray machine was seeking to 
destroy him. 

Then, on June 22, 1941, Hitler's 
armies invaded Russia. 

Lewis, because of his stanch 
anti-war, non-intervention policy, 
had had the full support of the 
Communist-dominated unions in 
his fight with Roosevelt. 

But now war was different— 
Russia was in it. 


Overnight, the left-wing unions 
changed their party line and their 
allegiance. Their speedy reversal 
of policy played havoc with the 
Lewis legions. 


There have been many accounts 
of frantic attempts by the Com- 
munist-dominated unions and the 
left-wingers to try to have Lewis 
change his foreign policy in ac- 
cordance with their new line. 
Stories have been told that Harry 
Bridges and Lee Pressman, both 
of whom had reversed their con- 
ception of the war following June 
22, had argued and pleaded with 
Lewis to alter his policy of iso- 
lationism, 

The evidence seems to indicate 
the contrary. Pressman stated to 
the writer that he and Lewis did 
not. have discussions about Lewis’s 
isolationism. 

One of the most prominent of 
the CIO left-wing officials, who 


was very close to Lewis, told the 
writer: “Right there igs where the 
greatest error of the left wing 
took place. The cold truth of the 
matter is that no one argued with 
Lewis on it. No one even bothered 
to talk to him about it.” 

Now all that Lewis had left was 
his own UMW. 


He was dazed and bitter. He 
felt betrayed on every front, but 
he still could not bring himself to 
believe that in the last analysis 
Murray, too, would desert him. 

At this point, Murray suffered a 
heart attack. 

Lewis postponed a showdown, 
but by October the situation had 
become so intolerable he arranged 
a meeting with Murray in Atlantio 
City. 

This writer was invited by Lewis 
to join him at the President Hotel, 


Lewis, after a chat with Murray, 
said that he had found him dis- 
traught and that he had kept 
plucking at his sleeve in a pathetic 
manner, 

The conversation, according to 
Lewis, rambled. 


“Murray is in no condition to 
talk to me. Frankly, I think he 
is a little bit out of his mind. He 
talks about his place in heaven 
and then he talks about the CIO. 
I didn’t ask him for any commit- 
ments. 

“Murray is a sick man. If I get 
him upset he may have another 
heart attack and die—then every- 
one will charge me with the re- 
sponsibility of Murray’s death. 

“I just can’t do it. Here he is 
and here am I and here are all 
these attacks against me and I 
can't push him or argue with him 
or do anything because he might 
have another heart attack.” 


Lewis was caustically reminded 
that Murray had shown no such 
consideration for him six months 
before. 

“It doesn’t matter,” Lewis said. 
“T still cannot do it, I cannot. But 
I know for the first time that 
what everyone is saying is true. 
Murray is against me.” 

Lewis met with Murray again. 
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HEN he returned to the hotel, 
W he invited this writer to join 

him, Mrs. Lewis and their 
daughter, Kathryn, at dinner. I 
met them in the deserted dining 
room. 

While we were eating, Lewis re- 
ported on his conversation with 
Murray. 

“Murray repudiates any ma- 
neuvers against me. He says it 
is all untrue. I just didn’t press 
the issue because it would just be 
telling him that he was a fool or 
a liar or both. Probably the lat- 
ter. 

“To a sick man there is no point 
in discussion. 

“He just rambled along. I then 
said to him, ‘Well, from now on, 
Philip, you go your way and I will 
go mine.’ 

“Murray broke down and started 
crying and hysterically grasped at 
the lapels of my coat and said, 
‘Jack, your way is mine. It always 
was and it always will be.’ 

“T think at that moment I could 
have asked him to resign and he 
might have, but I didn’t. I don't 
deal that way with a man who is 
sick. 

“Murray isn’t a man; he is a 
scared puppet of those so-called 
advisers. 

“I just told him, ‘It was nice to 
have known you, Phil.’” 

The rest of the dinner was 
eaten in silence. After coffee, 
Lewis lit one of his big black 
cigars, puffed for a moment, then 
leaned toward me and said: 

“You know, Saul, things change. 
In many ways, I guess that is the 
course of destiny. There are alli- 
ances and realliances of forces. 

“My own history has been illus- 
trative of this. I have been up 
one year and down the next, and 
when I am down they all say 
John L. Lewis is finished, but the 
next year is different. 

“IT built the United Mine Work- 
ers into the greatest and strongest 
union the world has ever known, 
Philip Murray was happy as long 
as I stood before him with a broad 
ax and fought the battles for him. 
He was happy as long as I as- 
sumed the responsibility.” 

I realized with a shock that 
Lewis was moved to the point of 
tears. The muscles of his .face 
were working and he seemed to be 
fighting to control his emotions. 

Suddenly, tears did roll down his 
cheeks. Lowering his head, he 


said: 

“This is the same hotel, this is 
the same dining room and this is 
the same table where in 1935 a 
small group and myself walked 
out of the AFL convention and or- 
ganized the CIO.” 

Lewis paused and, clenching his 
fist, arose from the table. 

“Here I conceived and built the 
CIO,” he said, “and it is here that 
I leave it.”

Youth Looks for Thrills, 
Tries to Forget Decade 


of Destruction, Many 
Masters.

BERLIN, Nov. 12 (AP)—War- 
toughened and dazed Berliners 
@re writing off the fearsome 
forties with what is starting to 
look like the foolish fifties. 

The decade drawing to a close 
Was perhaps the sternest and | 
gravest in German history—war, | 
nightly bombings, the city stormed 
by the Russians, freedom at last 
from the Gestapo only to inherit 
the Russian secret police, parti- 
Yon, the East-West - split, block- 
ade, currency inflation, two gov- 
€rnments and many masters 

Anew generation of Berliners | 
is poking its heads out of all, 
this calamitv with a gay, almost 
tipsy outlook. 

Crowds go nightly to watch a 
marathon dance where a dozen 
young couples, half asleep, are 
trying to win quick fame and} 
fortune. Across town other crowds | 
gather to watch women wrestlers | 
bounce each other around the | 
ring. | 

Along Theater avenue, those | 
who have pocket money slip into | 
nightclubs patterned after reck- | 
less Montmartre. The only rule 
here is that there are no rules. 
Until the autumn chill, thousands 
feverishly took up nude night | 
time bathing in Berlin’s lakes 1n | 
search of a new thrill. The old- | 
fashioned formal stroll, coffee and’ 
cake and a polite good night at | 
an early hour are passe | 

The tipping of hats along the 
the street is a disappearing cus- 
tom. This generation doesn’t buy 
any hats to tip. 

Likened to Tumultuous 1920s. 
The scene is vaguely reminis- 
cent of the tumultuous twenties, 
when short skirts, bobbed hair, 
mah-jong, and prohibition reigned. 
American educators in Germany 
say the hectic approach of the 
voung German to his work and 
play is a natural consequence 
after such a long period when 
life and property were so €X-j| 
pendable. 
What the young German will 
develop into when the “crazy 
period” dies down remains to be 

seen. There were plenty of calam- 
ity howlers who said (remember) | 
that prohibition era youth would | 
destroy the United States. There | 
mre some here saying the same | 
thing about German youth today. | 

Youth in Berlin lives two sep- | 
arate existences, even as does | 
every thing else in a city divided | 
acainst itself 
In the Russian sector, young- | 
eters learn to speak Russian in 
their schools. They are taught, 
that everything good is Russian | 
fo start with and everything bad 
is western capitalism. For ex- 
ritement, the Communists round 
up the boys and girls, hand out 
thousands of banners and torch- 
lights, and put on a political | 
parade 
Ssehool is serious business, 80 | 
is work, and so are the political | 
Parade: | 

The Western Sector.

OPENS SPECIALLY 
BUILT BOOK STORE 


HACKENSACK, N.J., Nov. 12) 
(AP)—A 25-year-old paraplegic 
war veteran has begun a new ven- 
ture that may pave the way for 
employment of as many as 500 
Paraplegics across the nation. 

He is Harry Kutik of Fairlawn, 
who became the proprietor yes- 
terday of the new Womrath book 
store here. The store was specif- 
ically designed to help him over- 
come the handicap of a wartime 
spinal wound that confines him to 
a wheelchair, 

It has extra-wide aisles and low 
bookshelves. The stockroom ison 
the same floor. 

The venture was the idea of 
Bernard G. Nemeroff, chairman of 
the board of Womrath Book 
Stores. Nemeroff thought the book 
business would be ideal for para- 
plegic veterans. 

He broached the idea to Robert

sociation. They chose Kutik for 
the experiment. 

Kutik is the owner of the store. 
In return for the use of the Wom- 
rath name, consultation facilities 
and servicing of rental books, Ku- 
tik will pay Womrath’s 1 per cent 
of all sales and a commission on 
the rental library earnings. Nem- 
eroff said Womrath’s may estab- 
lish a chain of stores throughout 
the country for about 500 para- 
plegic veterans if the experiment

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12—For 
sheer obstinacy and courage in 
adversity, the Navy’s recalcitrant 
‘admirals have met their match in 
the members of the Washington 
Transit Riders’ Association. This 
intrepid band, numbering less than 
50 citizens, is digging in for a 
do-or-die fight against radios on 
busses and streetcars. 

“We will never give up,” their 
spokesman, R. A. Seelig, told the 
Post-Dispatch. “If we get an ad- 
verse decision from the Public 
Utilities Commission we will ap- 
peal to the courts. If that is un- 
successful we will go to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 
If we fail there we will go to 
the District of Columbia commit- 
tees of the Senate and House. We 
will get bills introduced. We will 
hire counsel] and collect a defense 
fund. We will never quit until we 
get those infernal nuisances off 
the cars and busses.”

CORN STORAGE ~ 


Structures Formerly Tied-in With Pipeline 
At Norris City, Illinois, Now Help Relieve 
Nation's Serious Shortage of Grain Bins 
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The golden grain cascades from a conveyor hopper into the bed of a truck, for 


transport from the railroad siding to the tank. About three minutes are required 

to fill a truck. Corn is transported to siding by the Government; Cargill 

company takes over from there on, from unloading and transfer into tanks, to 
daily checks of grain’s moisture and temperature while it is in storage.

OVERNMENT-OWNED corn is pouring into great steel 
(5 tanks at Norris City, Illinois, at the rate of nearly 80,000 
bushels a day. It is being put there for storage, as part 
of the effort to solve the problem of keeping the nation's 
immense corn supply. That problem was (and is) so important 
it became a 1948 presidential campaign issue, the Democrats 
charging the Republican-controlled Eightieth Congress with 
responsibility for a lack of grain storage space. ob- 
servers considered the charge tly infl ed the 
farm vote, was a deciding factor in the election. 

The Norris City tanks, once used for oil, hold 350,000 
bushels each; there are 15 of them, with a total capacity of 
5,250,000 bushels. Yet that is only a fraction of the country’s 
storage needs. 

On hand in the United States is a total of about 4,300,000,- 
000 bushels of corn, by far the largest supply in history. It 
includes a carryover of some 800,000,000 bushels from the 
record 1948 crop, plus this year’s near-record production of an 
estimated 3,477,000,000 bushels. More than 550,000,000 bushels 
of the 1948 carryover have been acquired by the Government 
by purchase or by loan settlements, under the price support 
program. Some of the corn is being marketed, but both Gov- 
ernment and farmers holding corn under loans must find 
space for the huge quantities held back. 

Wooden, steel, and aluminum bins, elevators, unused 
buildings, quonset villages, anything suitable are being used 
for corn storage. The tank farm at Norris City is one of the 


largest projects. It formerly was a storage terminus for the 


Big Inch oil pipeline. The pipeline now conveys gas; the 
tank farm, no longer needed, has been bought by Cargill, 
Incorporated, a large Minneapolis grain firm. 3 

The tanks were thoroughly cleaned by sand blasting, and 
the Cargill company. contracted with the Department of Agri- 
culture to store corn in them. From elevators in Illinois and 
Iowa the grain is arriving at the rate of 40 carloads a day, 
nearly 2000 bushels to the car. Transfer from cars to tanks is 
a large-scale operation carried out almost entirely with 
modern conveying machinery.

HE Christmas season starts early in the cluttered second floor workshop 
| that is Scruggs Vandervoort Barney's display studio. This year it made 
its debut in March when work began on the animated windows. 
Through spring, summer and fall, with interruptions for other seasonal 
displays, five artists sketched, sculpted, painted, assembled, costumed and 
animated 37 papier-mache figures. They constructed seven elaborate sets, 
decorated 150 feet of eight-foot high backgrounds, made a host of props 
and non-moving characters, and contrived a dozen curious mechanisms to 
actuate groups of figures. ; 

Results of their eight months’ labor were unveiled last Friday—five 
large windows embracing a world where fanciful animals wave, nod, 
beckon, wink and gesticulate in lively illustrations of Uncle Remus stories. 
And, of course, there's Santa Claus, his reindeers and sleigh. 

Scruggs’ is one of.a few department stores in the country that still 
make their own animated shows. Making the displays is a highly special- 
ized job. After a theme for the display is decided on—a considerable prob- 
lem in itself—water color sketches are made to indicate the appearance of 
the finished windows. After revisions in the sketches, small three-dimen- 
sional scale models are constructed; these, too, may be revised several 
times. From the models are made the figures, props, and sets that compose 
the completed scenes. Operating mechanisms are concealed under a false 
floor built 12 inches above the windows’ actual floor. Small electric motors 

7 drive long line shafts that turn pulleys, gears and odd-shaped cams which 
oe move parts of the figures.

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DUCK HUNTERS AT WORK |

HE 1949 duck hunting season 
opened with a record number 
of ducks in the Missouri and 

Illinois areas of the Mississippi 
flyway—and a near record number 
of hunters after them. In some 
spots, particularly along the Illinois 
River near Havana, the opening 
day shoot was regarded the best 
in years. In other places, clear 
skies, a warm sun and a refusal 
of ducks to be decoyed gave hunt- 
ers only fair shooting. But with 
an estimated 12 per cent increase 
in the duck population, conserva- 
tionists predict a banner season 
this year. The 40-day migratory 
waterfowl season in this region 
closes December 13. 

One of the places where hunt- 
ing was good was the Green-head 
Hunting and Fishing Club near 
Dexter, Missouri, 180 miles south 
of St. Louis in Stoddard County. 
There five comfortable blinds are 
well hidden among buck brush, 
cypress and tupelo trees in a large 
swamp on 1100 acres of privately 
owned land. Although on the 
edge of the principal Mississippi 
flight path, the sheltered swamp is 
a favorite resting place for south- 
bound ducks, especially mallards. 

The club is leased by three 
St. Louis men, who with their wives 
and guests manned the blinds on 
opening day. They saw plenty of 
ducks but disdained shooting into 
large flocks, preferring to wait for 
smaller b es in order to pre 
serve good hunting for the re- 
mainder of the season. Even with 
such selective shooting, each got 
the bag limit of four ducks in the 
three hours and 53 minutes allotted 


in the afternoon of the first day.

ORK RIBS, popular for barbecues, are excellent cool 
weather fare when stuffed and baked. Louise Meek, 
home economist for General Electric Appliances, Inc., 

prepares a bread dressing and serves the baked ribs with 
orange sauce. 

She begins by melting butter in a skillet and adding 
chopped celery, apple and grated onion. This mixture is 
cooked for five minutes, then seasoned with salt and pepper 
and added to bread cubes. A bouillon cube is anand 
in hot water, which is then sprinkled over bread cubes and 
cooked ingredients. All is stirred until bread cubes are 
moist. This dressing is spread on one section of ribs, cov- 
ered with another section and the two pieces of meat are 
fastened together with skewers. Meat is then baked in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for one hour and 15 minutes. 

To make orange sauce, butter is melted in a 
cornstarch, sugar and nutmeg are added. Mixture is stirred 
until smooth over low heat. Water and fruit juices are 
stirred in a little at a time and all is cooked and stirred until 
clear and thick. Leman rind is added last. 

INGREDIENTS: Three pounds of spareribs in two sides 
of equal size, four tablespoons butter, three tablespoons 
chopped celery, one-half cup chopped unpeeled apple, two 
tablespoons grated onion, three-fourths teaspoon salt, one- 
ourth teaspoon pepper, eight cups bread cubes, one 

uillon cube, one cup boiling water, a few orange slices. 

For one and one-half cups orange sauce: One tablespoon 
each butter and cornstarch, two tablespoons sugar, dash of 
nutmeg, one cup water, half cup orange juice, two table 
spoons lemon juice, half teaspoon grated lemon rind.

HE nation’s growing problem of air traffic control was 
tragically emphasized when a P-38 fighter plane, 
owned by Bolivia, hit an incoming Eastern Air Lines 

transport, sent it hurtling to the earth at Washington 
National Airport. Fifty-one passengers, four crew mem- 
bers on the big DC-4 were killed. It was the world's 
worst airplane crash. The fourth in-flight collision this 
year in which a smaller plane struck an airliner with 
fatal results, this accident aroused widespread demands 
for stricter régulation of civil airways. Last Wednesday 
the Government began hearings to try and determine 
why it happened. 

Behind the air contro] problem is the great expan- 
sion of air traffic. There are three times as many 
airliners as before the war, most of them larger and 
faster. Private planes in operation have tripled, and 
an extensive non-scheduled commercial carrier service 
has developed. Airline traffic in 1940 was slightly more 
than 1,000,000,000 revenue nger-miles; last year it 
was nearly 6,000,000,000.

HIS is a model of St. Louis’ first postwar low rent 

public housing project. Now designated simply as 

Mo. 1-3, the $7,000,000 development will occupy a 
17 Ya-acre site on the near North Side, house 3144 persons 
in 704 dwelling units. 

The view above of the project looks east over Ninth 
street, with the low, block-square Neighborhood Gardens 
in the right center background; Cass avenue is at ex- 
treme left, Carr street at right. This scale model, built 
by Mitchell Models of St. Joseph, Michigan, and owned 
by the St. Louis Housing Authority, is a feature of Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst’s exhibit at the St. Louis Week Exposi- 
tion, which opened yesterday at Kiel Auditorium. Archi- 
tects of the project are George Hellmuth and Associates. 
Construction is expected to start next spring. 

Twelve multi-storied brick apartment buildings will 
stand in a park-like setting in the five-block area bounded 
roughly by Seventh and Ninth streets, Cass avenue and 
Carr street. The development surrounds on three sides 
the existing Neighborhood Gardens, a privately spon- 
sored middle-income housing establishment built in 1935. 

Buildings will occupy only 11% per cent of the land 
area, leaving ample space for light, air, playgrounds 
and off-street parking. Four buildings are 12 stories in 
height, two are seven, six are six stories. Each consists 
of two wings separated by a service core containing 
elevator shafts, stairways and incinerator chutes. The 
tallest buildings will have two automatic self-service 
elevators, the others one. 

Dwelling units include a living-dining-kitchen ar- 
rangement that varies in size with the number of bed- 
rooms, ranging from one to five. Laundry facilities for 
the entire project, including automatic washing machines 
and driers, are located in two buildings, and one building 
contains a day nursery.

JACK DEMPSEY: He lowered the quotations on Bonds 


KID FIGHTER named Jack Dempsey 

sat fidgeting in his corner one night 
in 1915. Across the ring, Joe Bonds cock- 
ily bounced up and down. 

To the wiseacres in the $8 seats around 
the smoky Ely, Nev., ring, Bonds was a 
heavy favorite. He had just returned 
from Australia; there, managed by the 
successful Jack Kearns, he had cleaned 
up. Kearns was no longer his manager, 
but the gamblers didn’t think it would 
make any difference. 

The gamblers were wrong. Heavy- 
punching Dempsey took advantage of 
Bonds’ cockiness, won a 10-round deci- 
sion. For Dempsey, the victory was a big 
boost because it meant matches with top 
heavyweights. He didn’t know it, but it 
was also his turning point. 


Too Far Too Fasf? 


At first it seemed too much of a boost. 
For Dempsey’s managers pushed him 
into the ring against more experienced 
men. One of them, Jim Flynn, promptly 
knocked him out in the first round. 

To Dempsey, it seeemed the k.o. had 
made him a has-been at 21. Suddenly 
discouraged, Jack drifted to the West 
Coast, there fought Al Norton. 

One day manager Jack Kearns, who 
remembered the Bonds fight, leafed 
through a San Francisco paper, stopped 
at the boxing results. Jack Dempsey, he 
read, had knocked out Al Norton in the 
first round. Kearns, recalling the Bonds 
fight, wasn’t surprised. 

Kearns made a decision. He wrote to 
Jack: “I’d like to manage you. If you’re 
willing, meet me in Oakland.” 

Dempsey wrote back: “O.K., but send 
me train fare.” 

That was the last time the boy from 
Salt Lake City needed an advance. In 
1919 he became champion, stayed there 
seven years. Few fighters have been as 
popular—or have held popularity so long.

Carl Klein went to bed a blind man. When he awoke a miracle had happened. Here’s his story 


SOME WEEKS AGO newspapers throughout the 
U.S. reported the astonishing experience of a 
blind man who regained his sight when doctors 
said he couldn't. It was a strangely heartening tale, 
ond PARADE set out to discover all the facts. Here 
they are, comprising the wonderful and strangely 
beautiful story of Carl Klein.—E€d. 


LIND PEOPLE sometimes have nightmares 
that they can see. That was what Carl 

A. Klein thought was happening to him last 
January 16th in a Brooklyn furnished room. 

Carl had gone to bed a blind man. He woke 
up suddenly in the dark with a splitting 
headache. His Braille watch told him the 
time: 1:30 a.m. 

“T had the feeling that someone had hit 
me over the head with a baseball bat,” Carl 
Says, recalling the miraculous experience, 
“because I was seeing millions of little 
bright dots. The dots grew into circles, and 
as they grew wider, I realized that J was ac- 
tually seeing light coming into the window 
from the street.” 

Klein sat hardly daring to move on the 
edge of the bed till dawn. When morning 
waxed before his shocked eyes he knew they 
were no longer sightless, that suddenly and 
miraculously — and contrary to the doom 
pronounced for years by doctors—he wasn’t 
blind any more. He could see again! 

That was ten months ago. To any blind 
man regained sight means a new lease on 
life, and that’s what it has meant to Carl 
Klein. But adjusting from a world of un- 
broken darkness to a bright world of move- 
ment and color has proved a gradual, cau- 
tious process. Klein lives in both worlds. 

His reawakened eyes found the visual 
world confusing, erratic and beautiful. 

When Klein saw what traffic was like he 
became terrified. Not only crossing streets 
but climbing stairs and in crowds he fre- 
quently closes his eyes to get around more 
happily and safely. 


He Must Look Carefully 


Klein still isn’t quite used to seeing“Some- 
times, when I look at a thing I can see it,” 
he explains, “but I must study it for a few 
seconds before I realize what it really is.” 
When reading a book or newspaper he has 
to dwell the same way on the printed words. 

Klein still does a good deal of his read- 
ing and writing in Braille, not only out of 
habit but because he “favors” his eyes as 
much as he can. He has a natural, morbid 
fear of going blind again. 

His vision actually rates better than aver- 
age: 20-20, or normal, in one eye, 20-40 in 
the other, which isn't bad. He wears glasses 
now for correcting astigmatism. His eyes 
are extra sensitive to glare. 

With his new sight—his is one of the few 
instances in medical history in which vision 
has come back without surgery—Klein has 
noticed surprising changes in cars and

clothes, especially women’s hats, but he 
doesn’t like the fast movement of city life. 
He found he had become acutely aware of 
city dirt. The tragedy of his blindness was 
accentuated by the fact that Klein was a 
landscape gardener and nature lover when 
he lost his sight. Now a walk in the park is 
enough to repay him those sightless years. 
Klein exults in seeing birds on the wing, 
children playing, the rich colors of flowers,. 
the changing of the seasons. 

“Sometimes,” he says, “I just stop and 
look at a tree. An ordinary tree. I pull off 
a twig and examine the leaves. You wouldn’t 
understand it, and I just can’t tell you what 
a thrill it is to examine veins in a leaf, or 
a piece of bark. Even a blade of grass gives 
me a thrill.” Klein tried country life last 
spring, doing landscape work for six weeks 
in May and June at Vergennes, Vermont, 
but the dazzling sunlight shining off Lake 
Champlain hurt his eyes. He returned to the 
city, and for a while was a maintenance 
worker at a Brooklyn Hospital. His eyes 
stronger now and protected by dark glasses, 
Klein is all geared for another try at em- 
ployment — anywhere, anything, but hope- 
fully out of doors. 


He Became Landscape Gardener 


Klein, 41, was born in New Haven, Conn., 
and raised in an orphanage. After a short 
Sting as a cafeteria bus boy and short order 
cook he went right into landscape garden- 
ing. Klein worked up a prosperous business 
for himself until in 1943 his eyes suddenly 
went bad. 

“IT had to have three pairs of glasses with- 
in six months,” Klein recalls about the 
catastrophe. Doctors told him his case was 
hopeless, a wasting of the optic nerve that 
could only mean permanent blindness. By 
1944 Klein was able to tell light and dark- 
ness, and from 1946 on he was blind. 

When Klein’s sight jumped back last Jan- 
uary doctors had a ready explanation. They 
speculate that a blood clot constricting 
muscles of the skull was released and ab- 
sorbed when Klein’s chronic state of tension 
relaxed. As good a theory as any, Klein sup- 
poses. He had plenty of worries, chiefly 
anxiety over the war, he thinks, that might 
have made him go blind. 

If the doctors are right, Klein owes his 
recovery to the calm environment of the 
Brooklyn Industrial Home for the Blind. 
That was where he was able to relax. 

Resigned to permanent blindness, Klein 
moved to Brooklyn to be near the Home, 
where he learned Braille and cane tech- 
nique. He took up handicrafts like knitting 
and weaving by which blind people make a 
living. Klein made mops, brooms, rugs, mats. 

But the Home gave him something extra. 
Klein knew an unusual sense of happiness 
and security, of warm fraternity with the 
others. “I lost all my worries,” he says. “I 
relaxed completely. I regained my con- 
fidence that I could make my way in life.” 


Acutely conscious of color, Klein chooses a necktie. 


The morning Klein got his sight back he 
took one look at the stairs of his rooming 
house, shut his eyes and went down with 
his tapping cane. It was a lot easier. Now 
after 10 months such problems have nearly 
vanished. While Klein behaves like a normal 
man with a pair of eyes, he sometimes re- 
verts to his blind habits. He rests his eyes 
the movies, where he still listens the way 
he did when he was blind. Klein claims he 
enjoys the story better with his eyes shut. 

Klein had to get used to faces, not only 
the faces of his friends, but his own face. 
He found that people he had met when he 
was blind usually looked like he had imag- 
ined them to be. Klein still identifies some 
people by characteristic coughs and shuffles. 


He Sees Himself 


Not until the day after his sight returned 
did Klein work up the courage to look in a 
mirror. That was his second shock. He 
looked different, older, than his mental pic- 
ture of himself. Now he’s used to his face 
and guesses it isn’t too bad. 

Although Klein was always a neat dresser, 
“I’m a lot fussier now,” he says. But he had 
to learn to shave again. “When I was blind 
I was the fastest man in the world shaving 
myself,” he says, “and I never cut myself. 
When my sight came back I cut myself all 
up. I still do if I don’t watch.” 

Sometimes he finds it confusing to hear 
SO well and see at the same time. “I’m still 
learning how to use my eyes,” he says. 

All the time he keeps thinking: a man 
who went blind once might conceivably go 
blind again. But he refuses to worry about 
it. He is going ahead with his plans, which _.

The Joke’s on 
You, Officer! 


The man who tickets your car makes some 
odd mistakes, but he has the last laugh

XCEPT FOR BASEBALL UMPIRES, congressmen, dizzy 
blondes, absent-minded professors, mothers- 
in-law, professional wrestlers, and slow race horses, 
the most vilified individuals in America are un- 
doubtedly our traffic cops. They have the onerous 
job of keeping us from using the public streets as 
open-air garages or race tracks, or as obstacle 
courses on which we can crease the careless pedes- 
trian with our unpaid-for jalopies. 

This year, there are signs that the man with the 
whistle and the book of tickets is at last cracking 
up, or at least getting in a class with Abbott & Cos- 
tello. It is an open question whether violators belong 
in jail or the traffic cops belong in vaudeville. 

Exhibit A (right) : champion parking ticketer Of- 
ficer Christopher Aspall, of Springfield, Mass., who 
had given out 123,000 tickets at the average rate of 
119 a day ever since 1945, disclosed how he ticketed 
SO many cars that the city had to hire an extra 
judge to take care of the fines. He whittled himself 
a chalk-tipped stick so he could mark tires on the 
run, without even stopping to stoop. 

Not all of the coppers were so studious. Take Ex- 
hibit B, Patrolman Harold Grossnickle, of Des 
Moines, Ia., who spent seven days writing out park- 
ing tickets ordering offenders to be in court on 
Sept. 31, but remembered too late that there were 
only thirty days in September. As a reward, gleeful 
offenders forwarded him calendars from four 
neighboring states and Canada. 

Exhibit C, or Officer Roland Vanville, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., became so absorbed in going down the 
street tucking tickets under windshield wipers that 
he inadvertently tagged his own car, realizing the 
extent of his zeal only when he went to drive home 
after his tour of duty. 

In Detroit, a necessarily nameless Exhibit D 
tagged a car, forgot to fill in the blanks on the park- 
ing ticket, and was repaid in kind by the humorous 
car owner, who mailed the Detroit Police Depart- 
ment a two-dollar check, with blank signature line.

In Philadelphia, in what must have been the best 
skit since the Keystone Kops, Patrolman James J. 
Gallo slapped a ticket on the car of Constable Wil- 
liam J. Bailey, let fall the carbon paper from his 
ticket book, and was promptly charged by Bailey 
with littering the street. Final score: $5 paid by 
Bailey, case against Gallo discontinued. 

Even California cops joined the parade. Capt. 
George Robertson, head of the Los Angeles Parking 
Control Diyision, noticed so many cars parked ille- 
gally in the forbidden zones around the civic center 
that he ordered his men to ticket them all. Of the 
199 cars tagged, 189 belonged to officials and police, 
including the Deputy Sheriff. (A similar roundup 
in Chicago bagged a federal judge.) 


All Good Clean Fun 


In San Francisco, a flood of phony parking tickets 
were traced to a printer who put the finger on 
a patrolman. The implication was that the latter, 
who regularly ticketed cars in the financial dis- 
trict, wanted the phonies to protect favorite car 
owners from other cops. Officially exonerated, 
.the officer was sent to the suburbs where there were 
fewer friends, or at least fewer cars. 

The spirit of fun extended up to the magistral 
bench. In New York, 19-year old Eugene Klein, of 
Forest Hills, arrested on a charge of doing 60 miles 
an hour, got into a spirited session with Magistrate 
. Edward Thompson about whether Klein’s car could 
or could not stop within 10 feet instead of the esti- 
mated 225. If it could, the Magistrate jovially of- 
fered to buy it for $100,000 as a wonder-car. (He 
finally slapped Klein with a $25 fine). 

Even when they were right, the police were hav- 
ing trouble. In Philadelphia, irate F. B. Kern, owner 
of five businesses in Catawissa, Pa., got a ticket, 
immediately retaliated by depriving Philadelphia 
merchants of $250,000 worth of orders.

NOWN AS A SHY, reticent fellow, 

Vincent Lopez, after enjoying 
top success in popular music for 25 
years, now finds himself at the 
peak of one career (music), on the 
crest of another (radio and TV) 
and a major consultant in still a 
third and totally foreign field. 

As a piano-playing maestro, 
Lopez netted himself the tidy sum 
of $123,000 in 1948, and, thanks to 
a daily Dumont television show 
he’ll net about $160,000 this year.

40-YEAR-OLD WOMAN went to 

see her doctor not long ago 
and somewhat hesitantly popped 
the question: Could she have a 
baby? “My husband is afraid for 
me,” she said, “and, to tell the 
truth, Iam too. At my age I suppose 
it would be extremely dangerous.” 

“Not necessarily,” said the doctor 
emphatically. “That’s a widespread 
idea and a false one. The facts are 
going to surprise you.”’ 

They will surprise—agreeably—a 
great number of older couples who 
have been longing -for but are 
afraid to have children. Included in 
this group are couples who married 
late in life and those who, bar- 
ren since marriage, now see new 
hope in medical advances against 
Sterility. 

Today, a growing number of 
women 35, 40, and even 45, are hav- 
ing children safely, with few of 
the complications and extra pain 
and difficulty which, in the popular 
belief; are inevitable for older 
women. And this applies even to 
women of 40 or more having their 
very first child. 


Here Are Some Old ideas 


Medical authorities have been pok- 
ing holes in all the old wives’ tales. 
Here are the tales—and the heart- 
ening facts: 

1. Childbirth is very dangerous for 
older women.False.““Older women,” 
says Dr. George W. Kosmak, dis- 
tinguished obstetrician and editor 
of the American Journal of Obste- 
trics and Gynecology, “certainly 
can go through pregnancy and la- 


bor provided there are no disturb- 
ances of health.” 

To be sure, childbirth is safest 
for younger women. Statistics show 
that mortality is three times higher 
for mothers of 35 to 39 than for 
those of 20 to 24, eight times as 
great for 45 to 49. 

Yet, even in the oldest age group, 
1,000 women go through pregnancy 
successfully for every 10.3 who 
don’t. Moreover, the statistics don't 
tell all, for they include deaths of 
women who undertake pregnancy 
without proper preparation, who 
get no medical care until too late. 


Check-up Is Necessary 


While every women ought to have 
a thorough medical check-up be- 
fore undertaking to have a child, 
it’s a rule that is especially true for 
older women. For the latter are 
likely to have high blood pressure 
and other illnesses. 

Recently, Dr. L. A. Calkins of the 
University of Kansas Medical Cen- 
ter presented to the American 
Medical Association an analysis of 
9,867 births, many of them of older 
mothers having children for the 
first time. While the report showed 
that abnormal delivery is mod- 
erately increased in these cases, it 
doesn’t seriously affect the out- 
come. 

For older women, there is more 
resort to Caesarean section. Re- 
ports from some hospitals show 
that in women over 35, four times 
as many such operations are per- 
formed as in younger women. 

This is often due to the presence 
of heart diseases and to the fear 
that something might go wrong in

labor. But mortality from such delivery is only one-half 
of one percent. 

2. Childbirth is more painful for older women. It needn't 
be. “If it is at all,” one obstetrician reports, “it’s due to 
the fact that older women tend to be more tense.” 

3. Childbirth is psychologically bad for older women. 
Perhaps the hoariest old wives’ tale in existence is that 
there is a psychosis of pregnancy, a separate and distinct 
State of mental disturbance which may come from hav- 
ing a child. It just isn’t so! 

4. The child of an older woman is likely to be born dead, 
Statistics do show that older mothers produce more still- 
born babies than do younger mothers. But even in this 
group, 10 infants are born alive for every stillborn birth. 

And, again, these statistics include many cases in 

which there was little or no medical care. _ 
5. It’s bad for the child. Is it true that the child born of 
older parents suffers from lack of companionship and 
understanding? While many authorities still subscribe 
to this belief, an increasing number of them—doctors, 
psychiatrists, family agency workers-—score points for 
older parents. 

For one thing, there is increasing emphasis now on the 
need for reasonable discipline rather than no discipline 
at all in child-raising. The older woman, many of the 
experts say, may often have the edge here over her 
younger sister. It takes maturity to recognize reasonable 
discipline. 


Older Parents Live Under Less Tension 


Finally, every child expert agrees that children need a 
home environment as free of tension as possible. Very 
often, older people who want children have achieved, 
between themselves, a well-adjusted relationship and can 
offer just such an environment. 

Five old wives’ tales—and all five have huge holes in 
them. 

The happy fact is simply this: If you want a child, no 
matter how old you are, your doctor can tell you whether 
you’re capable of having one. And if you undertake it, 
chances are that under his care, making use of all the

will be much more pleasant, your delivery much more 
safe and painless, your child much more healthy than 
you ever would have thought possible.

Football Yarns that Coaches Like to Spin...

wr THE COUNTRY’S BEST football 
yarn? 

For all the tall tales being told in field- 
houses from coast to coast this month, 
there’s no real way to tell, because every 
fan and every player has his own favorite. 

But to get the pick of a 30-year crop of 
football stories from men who ought to 
know the best ones, PARADE went to the 
nation’s top coaches. Some of them told 
comic stories, some dramatic ones, some 
sentimental ones. Altogether, they added 
authentic color to the history of the na- 
tion’s top fall sport. Here they are: 

Steve Owen, coach of the New York Foot- 
ball Giants, tells this one about the great 
Ken Strong, top man in the National Pro 
League when he played for the Staten 
Island, N. Y., Stapletons. Says Owen: 

“For years, Strong could do no wrong on 
Staten Island. And it was his popularity 
there that gave me one of the most plea- 
surable moments I’ve ever spent on a foot- 
ball field.” 

The incident, Owen recalls, took place 
in a game between the Giants and the 
Stapletons, played in a tiny Staten Island 
Park where the grandstands almost over- 


flowed onto the gridiron’s 40-yard one 

At a tense moment in the game Strong 
was attempting to step out of bounds with 
the ball when he was nailed by Ray Fla- 
herty, then a Giant end, who unaccount- 
ably began to throttle the pride of the 
Stapletons. 

“Leggo!” gargled Strong. 

“Then stop slugging me with your free 
hand!” retorted Flaherty. 

Purple and pop-eyed, Strong looked up— 
only to discover that a kindly-looking but 
determined old lady in the stands was be- 
laboring his opponent over the head with 
her umbrella! 


No Blocking for Beattie 


Herman Hickman’s recollection of foot- 
ball’s brightest moment is centered around 
Beattie Feathers, a team-mate of Hick- 
man’s at the University of Tennessee. 

The score, says Hickman, now coach at 
Yale, was tied and with seconds left to play 
Tennessee had the ball on Alabama’s nine- 
yard line. 

“We decided to use our famous Number 
10 play,” Hickman recounts, “in which the 
wingback and right end were supposed to

obliterate the defensive left tackle. At the 
same time our fullback and blocking back 
were ordered to massacre their left end. 

“Actually the defensive left tackle leap- 
frogged over the wingback and right end.

The right guard pulled to his left and the 
left guard pulled to his right. They bumped 
their heads together and knocked each 
other cold. Feathers, however, ran through 
the whole Alabama team for a winning 
touchdown. 

“‘Nice blocking, boys,’ he said to us 
later. ‘Give me interference like that and 
I’ll go all the way every time!’”’ 


A Voice from the Past 


Frank Leahy, who first won fame at Bos- 
ton College and now is mentor at Notre 
Dame, has a story he likes to tell at the ex- 
pense of assistant Joe McArdle, whose duty 
it is to oversee the play of the hard-charg- 
ing Irish guards.

ANY A MOTORIST driving through the 

snake-infested Kansas hills some 17 
miles west of Independence is startled by 
a succession of ominous signs nailed to 
stout, if gnarled, fence posts.

The danger is more real than apparent, 
for behind the rusty wires that sag from 
post to post grazes one of America’s few 
commercial herds of buffalo, shaggy, evil- 
tempered beasts that can upturn an auto 
with an almost effortless nudge. 

The buffalos are the pride and prop- 
erty of voluble, 37-year-old Gene Clark, 
Kansas-born plumber who made one for- 
tune building swimming pools for Holly- 
wood stars and is now out to make an- 
other propagating the near-extinct prey 
of the pioneers. 

Within the next two years, Clark ex- 
pects to be slaughtering a bison a day, 
turning each giant into a remunerative 
production line of steaks, rugs, blankets, 
stuffed heads and buffaloburgers. 

The last item he plans to hawk from a 
neon-studded stand in Hollywood, the 
town where the idea was born. 

Right now, Clark is grazing 106 of the 
quick-to-anger animals on his 840-acre 
range. He expects about 70 calves to be 
born by spring, 130 ih 1951. His goal: 600 
head and 4,000 acres of roaming grounds. 
With the nation’s total buffalo population 


estimated at 3,700, Clark thinks he may 
already be the owner of the largest com- 
mercial herd. : 

For the buffalo rancher, demand is far 
less of a problem than supply. The gov- 
ernment will sell anyone half a carcass, 
but the waiting list is long and the meat, 
as often as not, is from tough old bulls, 
hard on both teeth and taste. 

As Indians and white hunters knew 
when they massacred buffalo in the 'six- 
ties, a single animal is quite a prize. 


Meat Brings $1.75 a Pound 


More than half of its two or three thou- 
sand pounds is meat. The heavy black 
tongue alone is an almost unknown epi- 
curean delight. Much of the rest sells at 
about $1.75 a pound — when available. 
Rugs from the skins sell for $125 or more. 

But if nature supplies the merchandise, 
a buffalo ranch demands more of its 
owner than ringing a cash register. 

Clark’s potential steaks can ram their 
horns through any barn. Corral fences 
are eight-feet high, thick as telephone 
poles, and made of solid oak. Clark once 
had to pump eight bullets into an angry 
bull’s head to kill him! 

Despite dangers and cost, the man who 
once peddled $84,000 swimming pools to 
movie moguls is full of confidence. “When 
this ranch pays off,” he says, tossing an 
approving nod at his stock, “it won’t be in 
driblets. We'll hit the jackpot—but good!”
